"  RETROSPECTION  "  ARGUMENTS  PRESENTED 

A  DEPUTATION  representing  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  met  the  Minister  of  Health  on  November  26.  The  interview 
had  been  asked  for  when  officials  of  the  Ministry  (see  C.  &  D.,  November 
24,  p.  565)  failed  to  satisfy  the  Committee  as  to  the  date  from  which  any 
changes  in  remuneration  justified  by  a  new  costs  inquiry  should  operate. 
The  contractors  made  strong  repre- 


sentations that  they  should  take  effect 
retrospectively  from  a  date  "  not  later 
than  December  1,  1956."  The  Minister 
showed  sympathy  with  the  point  that 
the  basis  of  the  2id.  per  prescription 
increase  had  already  been  superseded, 
but  made  no  promise  to  meet  the 
demand  for  "  retrospection "  other 
than  to  let  the  Contractors'  Committee 
have  his  views  in  writing  later.  The 
deputation  took  the  opportunity  to 
make  the  Minister  aware  of  some  of 
the  difficulties  of  collecting  the  shilling 
levy  on  its  new  basis. 

Next  Pharmacop(eia 

PROPOSED  DELETIONS  NOW  RETAINED 

MONOGRAPHS  on  caffeine  and  phe- 
nolphthalein,  which  were  originally 
scheduled  for  deletion  from  the  B.P., 
1958,  are  now  to  be  retained.  The 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission, 
1953-58,  giving  that  information  in  their 
seventh  report  to  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Committee  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  state,  however,  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  delete  monographs  on  buta- 
caine  sulphate  and  sulphathiazole.  The 
Commission  do  not  intend  to  pro- 
ceed with  monographs  on  dihydrotachy- 
sterol,  themenhydrinate,  prednisolone 
acetate  and  promethazine  chlorotheo- 
phyllinate  and  their  preparations. 
Monographs  on  dextran  solution,  man- 
nitol,  phenoxymethyl  penicillin,  pred- 
nisone and  streptoduocin  are  being 
examined,  but  the  inclusion  of  the  drugs 
will  depend  on  the  drafting  of  suitable 
specifications  within  the  time  available. 

Working  Conditions 

SURVEY  BY  PHARMACISTS'  UNION 

THE  council  of  the  Registered  Pharma- 
cists' Union  has  commenced  a  survey 
of  the  retail  working  conditions  of  em- 
ployed pharmacists  "  in  view  of  the 
bad  relationship  reported  to  exist  in 
some  cases  between  employed  pharma- 
cists and  unqualified  directors  and  as- 
sistants." During  the  next  three  months 
any  employed  pharmacist  who  con- 
siders that  his  or  her  conditions  of  em- 
ployment are  so  unsatisfactory  that 
they  adversely  affect  the  fulfilment  of 
professional  duties  or  "  do  not  accord 


with  fundamental  rights,"  is  invited  to 
forward  details,  in  confidence,  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Registered  Pharmacists' 
Union,  28  Great  Queen  Street,  London, 
W.C.2.  From  the  details  collected  the 
Union  proposes  to  draw  up  a  form  of 
agreement  for  use  by  employed  phar- 
macists "  which  will  protect  both  them 
and  the  good  employer."

Trade  Marks 

NEW  RULES  ANNOUNCED 

SOME  changes  in  the  rules  governing 
trade  marks  were  announced  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  on  November  26.  The 
prohibition  of  the  use  of  the  Royal  or 
Imperial  arms  in  trade  marks  has  been 
clarified.  In  particular  such  words  as 
"  Royal  ""  or  "  Imperial  "  are  no  longer 
forbidden  unless  their  use  implies  Royal 
patronage,  past  or  present.  The  prohibi- 
tion of  the  use  of  the  word  "  Anzac  " 
in  trade  marks  remains  in  force.  The 
revision  also  includes  an  extension  from 
one  to  two  months  of  the  period 
allowed  in  certain  procedures  where 
applications  have  to  be  made  to  the 
Registrar.  The  changes  are  given  effect 
by  the  Trade  Marks  (Amendment) 
Rules,  1956  (S.I.,  1956,  No.  1844)  oper- 
ative from  November  30.

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Department  of  Russian? 

ADVISORY  COUNOL'S  RECOMMENDATION 

WIDER  encouragement  should  be  given 
to  the  teachmg  of  Russian  at  Universi- 
ties and  a  greater  eflort  should  be  made 
to  import  Russian  scientific  literature, 
recommends  the  Advisory  Council  on 
Scientific  Policy  in  its  ninth  annual 
report  published  on  November  15 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  nine- 
pence).  The  council's  aim  is  to  provide 
facilities  which  will  enable  Britain  to 
increase  its  output  of  trained  scientists 
and  engineers,  and  to  improve  the  effi- 
ciency of  scientific  work.  Criticised  is 
the  Government's  delay  in  setting  up  a 
national  scientific  library.  The  Council 
has  given  its  approval  in  principle  to  the 
establishment  of  a  nuclear  research 
centre  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  which 
expensive  equipment  which  universities 
could  not  individually  afford  would  be 
provided. 

Ion  Exchange  Resins 

PLASMA  PROTEINS  FRACTIONATED 

PAPERS  on  the  uses  of  ion  exchange 
resins  in  analysis  and  on  recent  appli- 
cations of  ion  exchange  in  biochemistry 
were  presented  at  a  recent  joint  meet- 
ing of  the  North  of  England  section 
and  the  physical  methods  group  of  the 
Society  for  Analytical  Chemistry.  Dr. 
T.  V.  Arden  said  that  early  uses  of 
ion  exchange  resins  in  analysis  were 
concerned  with  separations  in  which 
the  resins  replaced  chemical  techniques. 
Now  study  of  inorganic  complex  ions 
in  solution  by  that  method  had  given 
information  which  could  not  be  ob- 
tained by  standard  chemical  methods. 
Dr.  T.  S.  Work  explained  that  ion 
exchangers  had  been  used  in  the  suc- 
cessful fractionation  of  plasma  proteins 
and  offered  promise  for  the  fractiona- 
tion of  nucleic  acids. 

Microchemistry 

SATURDAY  MORNING  COURSE 

A  SATURDAY  morning  course  of 
twelve  lectures  on  microchemistry  is 
being  held  at  Norwood  Technical  Col- 
lege, Knight's  Hill,  London,  S.E.27, 
commencing  January  12.  Particularly 
suitable   for   teachers,    industrial  and 


research  chemists  the  lectures  will  cover 
the  scope,  aims  and  achievements  of 
small-scale  technique;  design  and  con- 
struction of  simple  apparatus;  organic 
and  inorganic  preparations  on  a  reduced 
scale;  simple  chemical  microscopy  and 
photomicrography;  inorganic  qualita- 
tive and  volumetric  analysis;  organic 
qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis; 
and  microtechniques  for  the  determina- 
tion of  molecular  weights.  For  the 
appropriate  practical  work  apparatus 
either  easily  constructed  or  normally  at 
hand  will  be  used. 

Public  Analysis 

CONDITIONS  IN  1806  DESCRIBED 

PUBLIC  opinion  compelled  the  Gov- 
ernment to  appoint  the  early  equivalent 
of  public  analysts,  said  Dr.  S.  Green- 
burgh  (public  analyst  for  Cambridge- 
shire) at  Romsey  recently.  Prior  to  1806, 
he  said,  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs 
was  rife  and  very  crude.  Now  medicines 
other  than  those  prepared  on  a  doctor's 
prescription  were  required  to  bear  on 
the  label  particulars  of  the  drugs  used 
and  quantity  of  each.  Later  that  re- 
quirement was  applied  to  made-up  foods 
although  the  most  that  had  been  accom- 
plished was  a  compulsory  list  of  ingre- 
dients without  percentage  composition.

PHOTOGRAPHIC  DEALERS'  COURSE

Import  Licences 

GLOBAL  QUOTA  ARRANGEMENTS 

LICENSING  arrangements  for  the  glo- 
bal import  quotas  for  the  first  half  of 
1957  for  goods  still  subject  to  the  im- 
port restrictions  imposed  in  November 
1951  and  March  1952  are  announced  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  in  Notice  to  Im- 


porters No.  804  issued  by  the  Import 
Licensing  Branch  on  November  28, 
1956.  As  in  previous  periods,  the  quotas 
will  generally  be  allocated  on  the  basis 
of  trade  in  a  past  period,  and  the  licens- 
ing arrangements,  the  principal  coun- 
tries concerned  and  method  of  applying 
for  licences,  remain  unchanged.  (The 
quotas  apply  only  to  imports  originating 
in  and  consigned  from  certain  non- 
dollar countries,  principally  in  Western 
Europe.) 

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

CUBA 

Alleged  Patent  Infringement 

Chas.  Pfizer  &  Co.,  Inc.,  New  York, 
U.S.A.,  have  asked  the  Havana  Civil 
Court  to  issue  an  injunction  to  pro- 
hibit the  unlicensed  sale  and  distribu- 
tion of  tetracycline  by  Ganfersa,  S.A., 
drug  distributor  in  Cuba  for  Lepetit, 
S.p.A.,  Milan,  Italy.  Messrs.  Pfizer 
allege  that  the  antibiotic  has  been 
manufactured  by  Messrs.  Lepetit  and 
legal  proceedings,  filed  in  Havana  on 
October  19,  charge  them  with  infringe- 
ment of  Cuban  product  patent  No. 
15168,  issued  to  Messrs.  Pfizer.  The 
Pfizer  organisation  has  two  Cuban 
patents  on  tetracycline.  One  contains 
process  claims  covering  production  of 
the  drug  by  direct  fermentation.  The 
second.  No.  15168,  with  which  the 
action  is  concerned,  contains  product 
claims  covering  the  manufacture,  use 
or  sale  of  tetracycline,  regardless  of 
method  of  production  or  formulation. 

INDIA 

German  Technical  Mission 

A  TECHNICAL  mission  from  West  Ger- 
many, led  by  Professor  Auhust  Rucker. 
Bavarian  Minister  of  Education,  went 
to  New  Delhi  recently  to  discuss 
with  the  Union  Government  the  best 
way  in  which  German  assistance  could 
be  utilised  for  the  development  of  tech- 
nological education  and  research  in 
India.  During  the  visit  of  Mr.  Nehru  to 
West  Germany  in  July  the  Federal  Go\- 
ernment  offered  technical  assistance  in 
the  establishment  of  a  higher  techno- 
logical institute  in  India  and  of  a  large 
number  of  scholarships  for  the  training 
of  Indians  in  West  German  technical

B.C.G.  Vaccine  Conference

Plans  have  been  made  to  more  than 
double  the  existing  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  laboratories  of  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.,  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

77?^  World  of  Today 

The  lectures  delivered  by  Brigadier-General  Sir  Harold  Hartley  on  the 
contribution  of  pharmacy  and  chemical  engineering  to  world  needs  (p. 
575)  contain  a  solemn  warning  to  the  world.  His  presentation  of  facts 
was  masterly,  but  the  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  those  facts  are  far 
from  reassuring.  In  our  daily  struggle  with  our  own  particular  problems 
we  give  little  thought  to  the  fact — the  hard  and  unpalatable  fact — that 
two-thirds  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  are  underfed.  While  recog- 
nising the  achievements  of  the  scientists  in  modern  medicine  and  pharmacy, 
we  are  inclined  to  forget  that  the  problem  of  the  undernourished  is  in- 
creasing in  the  ratio  of  lives  saved.  Preventive  medicine,  hygiene  and 
public  health,  as  Sir  Harold  pointed  out,  allied  to  the  defeat  of  once  mor- 
tal diseases,  present  the  world  with  a  challenge  that  can  be  met  only 
by  a  scientific  and  unselfish  approach,  which  is  difficult  to  presuppose  in 
the  present  state  of  nationalistic  narrowness.  It  should  not  be  beyond  the 
skill  of  those  same  scientists  who  have  produced  the  means  of  lengthening 
man's  span  of  years  to  provide  the  means  for  his  sustenance.  But  the 
use  of  pharmaceuticals,  in  whatever  field,  is,  as  Sir  Harold  reminded  his 
hearers,  an  interference  with  nature — a  sentiment  which  Dr.  Twentyman 
of  the  Royal  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital  would,  I  have  no  doubt, 
happily  subscribe  to.  He,  at  least  (p.  577),  ensures  that  the  interference 
is  of  the  very  minimum. 

Similia  Similibus  Curantur 

Dr.  Twentyman,  who  was  speaking  on  homoeopathy  at  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  South-eastern  Federation  of  Pharmacists,  must  have  had 
a  fellow-feeling  for  Daniel,  who  found  himself  in  a  den  of  hons.  And 
like  the  early  Daniel  he  does  not  appear  to  have  been  overawed  by  his 
companions.  The  principles  of  homoeopathy,  first  enunciated  by  Hahne- 
mann, probably  served  as  a  useful  antidote  to  the  dangerously  high  dosage 
of  drugs  indulged  in  150  years  ago,  and  the  ideas  have  persisted  to  the 
present  time.  The  theory  that  a  drug  which  causes  certain  symptoms  in 
a  healthy  person  should  be  given  in  illness  when  those  symptoms  are  pre- 
sent is  the  origin  of  "  like  cures  like."  Hahnemann  also  believed  that 
only  one  remedy  should  be  used  at  one  time,  and  insisted  that  the  correct 
remedy  must  be  chosen.  The  inimitable  night-watchman  of  W.  W.  Jacobs 
clearly  appreciated  the  principles.  He,  it  will  be  recalled,  after  having 
made  a  night  of  it  with  one  or  two  of  his  particular  friends,  felt  unwell 
the  following  morning,  and  with  unerring  instinct  made  his  way  to  the 
nearest  hostelry  for  a  homoeopathic  dose. 

Lack  of  Consultation 

In  the  absence  to  date  of  a  full-scale  debate  on  the  increased  charges 
on  prescriptions,  one  has  to  be  content  with  question  and  answer  of  a 
kind  that  must  fail  to  give  any  more  satisfaction  to  the  questioner  than 
to  those  upon  whom  falls  the  unpleasant  task  of  carrying  out  the  Gov- 
ernment's intentions.  The  Minister  of  Health  has  not  been  long  in  office, 
and  may  be  forgiven  on  that  account  for  his  apparent  unfamiliarity  with 
his  subject.  But  that  does  not  excuse  his  statement  (p.  571)  that  he  could 
not  consult  organisations  on  the  matter  of  the  charges  because  it  was  a 
Budget  question.  If  the  lack  of  consultation  leads  to  a  breakdown  of 
the  service,  it  may  be  difficult  for  the  Minister  to  hide  behind  the  Chan- 
cellor. But  surely  the  weakest  justification  of  all  was  that  in  which  the 
Minister  committed  himself  to  the  statement  that  "  what  would  not  be 
possible  would  be  to  make  what  were  called  '  shopping  lists '  which, 
though  comparatively  rare,  were  a  material  factor."  In  eight  years  of 
National  Health  Service  dispensing  I  have  never  seen  one  of  those  so- 
called  "  shopping  fists."  And  if  they  are  "  comparatively  rare  "  why 
pretend  that  they  are  a  material  factor?  Perhaps  further  experience  in 
office  may  bring  the  Minister  to  a  reafisation  that  consultation  with  or- 
ganisations has  its  place. 
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MORE  OPPOSITION  TO  THE  LEVY 

Doctors  hold  a  press  conference 


A  CROSS-SECTION  of  the  country's 
general  practitioners  voiced  their  dis- 
approval of  the  Government's  new 
shilling  prescription  charge  when 
they  met  members  of  the  Press  at  the 
British  Medical  Association's  house  in 
London  on  November  22.  The  spokes- 
men, representing  20,000  general  prac- 
titioners in  the  Health  Service,  were 
led  by  the  acting  chairman,  General 
Medical  Services  Committee  (Dr.  A.  B. 
Davies).  The  new  measure  was  a  bad 
business,  said  Dr.  Davies.  "  Here  was 
a  decision,  made  by  politicians  without 
prior  consultation  with  doctors,  the 
British  Medical  Association  or  the 
General  Medical  Services  Committee, 
on  a  matter  most  vitally  affecting  our 
patients  and  the  doctor-patient  rela- 
tionship." His  committee  had  protested 
at  once  and  the  Council  of  the  B.M.A. 
had  condemned  the  action,  Dr.  S. 
Wand  (chairman,  B.M.A.  Council)  hav- 
ing an  immediate  but  fruitless  meeting 
with  Mr.  Turton  (Minister  of  Health). 
A  resolution  of  the  General  Medical 
Services  Committee  had  then  confirmed 
its  adherence  to  the  Association's  pol- 
icy that  there  should  be  no  charge  for 
prescriptions. 

Doctors  were,  therefore,  most 
strongly  opposed  to  the  Government's 
present  proposal  which  sought  to  ex- 
tend the  existing  charge  in  a  manner 
which  would  discriminate  against  cer- 
tain categories  of  patients.  "I  under- 
stand that  there  be  greater  facilities 
for  patients  suffering  hardship  to  ob- 
tain help  from  National  Assistance," 
continued  Dr.  Davies,  "  but  there  is 
still  a  hard  core  who,  retaining  their 
pride  and  self-respect,  would  rather 
suffer  or  deny  themselves  treatment 
than  seek  such  assistance."  The  in- 
creased charges  would  lead  to  greater 
self-medication  and  the  lack  of  medi- 
cal supervision  could  be  a  menace  to 
the  patient. 

"  Impossible  "  for  Rural  Doctors 

A  Doctor,  with  what  he  described 
as  a  typical  country  practice  in  Lin- 
colnshire, said  that  the  new  measure 
imposed  impossible  conditions  on  the 
rural  general  practitioner  who  dis- 
pensed his  own  prescriptions,  and  had 
to  collect  the  necessary  levy.  One  doc- 
tor had  already  calculated,  with  a  stop- 
watch, that  it  took  him  five  hours  a 
week  to  collect  the  present  shilling 
charge.  The  shilling  per  item  prescrip- 
tion charge  he  feared  would  lead  to 
an  era  of  partial  prescribing — to  save 
patient's  money — and  then  to  an  era 
of  bad  medicine.  There  was  also  the 
difficulty  it  created  for  the  pharmacist 
who  might  be  asked  to  decide  the  more 
important  of  two  medicines  in  a  case 
where  the  medicaments  were  comple- 
mentary to  one  another. 

At  the  conclusion  it  was  stated  that 
many  individual  doctors  had  advised 
their  patients  that  the  best  method  of 
protest  was  through  their  Member  of 
Parliament.  They  had  still  hopes,  how- 
ever, that  the  Government  would  see 
sense  in  that  matter  of  vital  interest 
to  all. 

London,  Ayrshire  and  Surrey  Execu- 


tive Councils  have  all  registered  pro- 
tests against  the  new  charge. 

London  Executive  Council,  at  a  meet- 
ing on  November  22,  passed  a  resolu- 
tion viewing  the  new  charges  with 
strong  disapproval.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Council  (1)  that  the  increase  in 
charges  is  a  severe  blow  to  people  liv- 
ing on  low  and  fixed  incomes  and  a 
serious  threat  to  the  principle  of  a  free 
National  Health  Service  and  (2)  that 
the  additional  charges  will  discriminate 
(a)  against  those  patients  in  regular 
need  of  treatment  requiring  a  number 
of  items  at  each  attendance,  (b)  against 
patients  in  the  acute  stage  of  an  illness, 
and  (c)  may  tend  to  affect  the  good  re- 
lationships between  patients,  doctors, 
and  pharmacists.  The  Council  noted 
the  view  of  the  Surrey  Executive  Coun- 
cil on  the  question  and  endorsed  its 
opinion  that  the  Government's  intention 
was  a  retrograde  step. 

Medical  Practitioners'  Union 

The  Medical  Practitioners'  Union 
state  that  a  few  doctors  supported  the 
original  charges  because  they  thought 
that  a  charge  might  deter  the  patient 
who  asked  for  an  unnecessary  bottle 
of  medicine.  But  they  conclude  "  the 
charges  cannot  be  defended  even  on 
that  ground — they  are  a  direct  tax  on 
illness." 

Federation  Resolution 

The  following  resolution  was  passed 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Federation  of 
South-eastern  Pharmacists,  held  at 
Southover,  Lewes,  Sussex,  on  Novem- 


ber 22 :  "  That  this  meeting  feel  that 
as  pharmacists  we  should  not  be  party 
to  any  deletions  in  or  alterations  of 
N.H.S.  prescriptions,  except  on  or  under 
the  instructions  of  the  prescribers." 

Finchley  Branch  Resolution 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Finchley  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  the  following  resolution  was 
carried  by  an  overwhelming  majority: 
"  That  this  branch  supports  the  action 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  pro- 
testing against  the  imposition  of  the 
shiUing  per  item  levy  on  the  grounds 
that  it  will  discriminate  against  chronic 
sick."'  Copies  of  the  resolution  were 
sent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
and  to  Sir  John  Crowder,  M.P.  for 
Finchley. 

Guild  Protest 

The  London  Branch  of  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists,  representing  over 
200  hospital  pharmacists,  passed,  at  a 
monthly  meetmg  on  November  22,  the 
following  resolution  to  be  addressed  to 
the  Minister  of  Health:  — 
"  That  this  Guild  strongly  protests 
against  the  proposed  increase  in  the 
National  Health  Service  prescription 
charge.  It  condemns  the  one  shilling  per 
item  levy  as  not  only  increasing  taxation 
on  ill-health  but  also  further  penalising 
certain  patients  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  disease  or  diseases  from  which  they 
are  suffering,  and  in  addition,  creating  ad-  ' 
ministrative  difficulties  and  inevitably  in- 
creasing the  time  taken  by  many  patients 
to  obtain  the  drugs  prescribed." 


MAKING  USE  OF  DOCTOR'S  "  HUNCHES  " 

A  manufacturer's  "  new  angle  "  on  medical  research 


BENGER  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Holmes 
Chapel,  Ches,  are  establishing  a 
series  of 
"  B  e  n  g  e  r 
Prizes  for 
Original  Obser- 
vations in  Gen- 
eral Practice." 
The  prizes  (ex- 
pected to  be 
annual  sums  of 
£250,  £150,  and 
£100)  will  be 
open  to  family 
doctors  in  any 
country,  and 
will  be  awarded 
on  the  recom- 
mendations of 
the  awards 
committee  of  the  British  College  of 
General  Practitioners. 

Mr.  Basil  D.  Thornley  (managing 
director,  Benger  Laboratories,  Ltd.) 
described  his  company's  scheme  in 
London  on  November  22  as  "  a  new 
angle  on  medical  research."  He  said 
that  research  was  vital  for  the  phar- 
maceutical industry,  and  the  problem 
was  how  to  make  the  best  use  of  re- 
search facilities.  He  believed  that  his 
company's  scheme  could  make  a  con- 
tribution to  that  problem.  Research 
was  a  long  and  arduous  business,  but 
alwavs  fascinating  because  it  started

from  an  idea  or  a  "  hunch  "  from 
which  something  concrete  was  fash- 
ioned. The  hunch  sprang  from  ex- 
perience. 

The  arduous  "  vetting  "  of  ideas  could 
only  be  carried  out  in  the  laboratory 
itself.    Ideas  were  the  raw  material  of 
research  and  although  the  experts  said  i 
that   there  were   no   untapped  reset-  i 
voirs   of   talent,   he   believed   in   his  , 
hunch  that  there  were  such  reservoirs  ; 
in  the  general  practitioners.  The  prizes  ! 
were  being  kept  deliberately  small;  the 
scheme  was  designed  to  provide  an 
opportunity  not  an  incentive. 

The  ideas  submitted  might  be  con- 
cerned with  the  causation,  diagnosis, 
treatment  or  prevention  of  any  disease. 
It  was  hoped  to  publish  all  the  entries 
in  a  book  that  might  be  called  "  The 
Family  Doctor  Speaks."  The  book 
would  be  available  to  all  and  would,  it 
was  hoped,  stimulate  research  workers, 
who  should  make  acknowledgment  to[ 
the  doctor  whose  ideas  were  used.  All 
profits  from  the  sale  of  the  book  would 
go  to  the  College  of  General  Practi- 
tioners.

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HOW  TO  OPERATE  THE  NEW  CHARGES 

Instructions  and  advice  from  Ministry  and  Contractors'  Committee 


CHEMIST  contractors  under  the 
National  Health  Service  have  received 
notification  from  their  local  Executive 
Councils  of  the  revised  charges  for 
medicines  and  appliances  which  come 
into  effect  on  December  1. 

How  Charge  is  to  be  Applied 

Except  for  elastic  hosiery,  the 
charges  for  which  are  unchanged,  the 
shilhng  levy  will  be  payable  on  each 
order  for  which  a  separate  dispensing 
fee  is  payable  under  the  Drug  Tariff. 
The  exceptions  are  the  types  of  order 
listed  in  Table  I  (see  below)  which 
count  as  additional  prescriptions  or 
which  carry  fees  such  as  "  urgent  "  or 
"  Dangerous  Drugs  "  where  additional 
payment  fees  are  made  but  the  charge 
to  the  patient  is  still  one  shilling. 

The  shilling  charge  only  is  also  pay- 
able on  multiples  of  the  same  type  of 
drug  or  appliance  of  same  or  differing 
strength  or  size.  Thus  1  x  1  in.,  1  x 
2  in.,  and  1  x  3  in.  w.o.w.  bandage 
would  be  chargeable  at  one  shilling. 
Where  two  distinct  types  of  specific 
drug  are  supplied  as  in  the  case  of 
insuUn  40  u/c.c.  6  x  10  c.c.  and  pro- 
tamin  zinc  insulin  40  u/c.c.  6  x  10  c.c. 
the  charge  is  again  one  shilling 
although  the  number  of  prescription 
fees  counted  for  payment  is  two. 

Sets  of  apparatus  or  dressings  such 
as  urine  sugar  analysis  set,  vaporiser, 
Higginson's  enema  syringe,  suprapubic 
felt,  perfusion  fittings,  multiple  pack 
dressings,  smog  mask,  hypodermic 
syringe,  douche,  colostomy  apparatus  or 
atomisers,  carry  one  prescription  fee 
and  a  single  shilling  charge  is  payable 
by  the  customer. 

For  the  month  of  December  1956 
only,  forms  presented  before  December 
1  containing  more  than  one  prescrip- 
tion, on  which  only  one  shilling  charge 
was  made  under  previous  arrange- 
ments, should  be  placed  in  bundle  S 
on  the  top,  or  on  the  top  of  each  doc- 
tor's packet  of  forms  in  doctor-sorted 
bundles.  The  number  of  such  forms, 
and  the  number  of  prescriptions  they 
contain,  should  be  separately  declared 
in  Form  EC  34A,  or  34AA,  but  should 
be  included  in  the  totals  on  those 
forms. 

Forms  bearing  an  order  for  which 


only  one-shilling  charge  is  due  but 
which  counts  as  more  than  one  pre- 
scription for  fee  purposes  should,  from 
December  onwards,  be  placed  in  bundle 
S  or  beneath  the  hosiery  forms  on  the 
top  of  each  doctor's  packet  of  forms  in 
doctor-sorted  bundles.  The  total  num- 
ber of  prescriptions  counted  as  addi- 
tional prescriptions  should  be  separately 
declared  on  Form  EC34A  (under  the 
entry  for  bulk  prescriptions)  or  Form 
EC34AA. 

Further  advice  concerning  charges 
payable  has  been  given  by  the  Ministry 
since  Table  I  was  prepared  :  — For  nasal 
(or  ear)  drops,  where  not  issued  in  a 
dropper  bottle  but  with  a  separate  drop- 
per, one  shilling  charge  is  payable.  For 
hire  of  a  set  of  oxygen  therapy  equip- 
ment and  any  cylinders  of  oxygen 
ordered  with  the  set,  one  shilling  charge 
is  payable;  for  each  subsequent  order 
of  cylinder(s)  of  oxygen,  one  charge  is 
payable.

charge(s)  must  be  recovered  from  the 
patient  in  addition  to  any  hosiery  charge 
which  was  formerly  the  only  charge 
payable. 

The  contractor  is  entitled  to  require 
payment  of  the  levy  when  the  form  is 
presented  for  dispensing  and  there  is 
no  contractual  obligation  to  supply 
unless  the  charge  is  paid. 

If  a  patient,  presenting  a  prescription 
which  is  not  either  marked  "  urgent  "' 
or  in  the  chemist's  opinion  does  not 
order  medicines,  etc.,  that  require  to  be 
taken  or  used  without  delay,  refuses  to 
pay  the  charge,  he  should  be  advised 
to  seek  a  cash  payment  or  referred  back 
to  his  doctor.  (Ministry  of  Health  rul- 
ing.) If  the  prescription  is  urgent  the 
chemist  must  use  his  discretion.  An 
inquiry  is  being  held  on  the  uncollected 
levy  allowance. 

Items  for  which  the  customer  wishes 
to  pay  should  be  deleted  from  the  pre- 
scription form  and  marked  N/S.  In- 
gredient cost,  dispensing  fee  and  oncost 
plus  container  allowance  should  be  in- 
cluded in  price  quoted  to  customer. 

In  no  circumstances  should  the  con- 
tractor allow  himself  to  be  placed  in 
the  invidious  position  of  deciding  what 
part  of  treatment  ordered  by  the  doctor 
is  "  necessary." 

The  contractor  should  guard  against 
the  possibility  of  a  patient  taking  only 
a  part  of  what  is  ordered  and  returning 
possibly  days  later  to  pay  the  charges 
on  and  collect  the  remainder.  A  fresh 
prescription  form  ordering  the  balance 
should  be  demanded. 

N.H.S.  STATISTICS 

In  England  during  February, 
20,607,952  prescriptions  (11,787,971 
forms)  were  dispensed  at  a  total  cost  of 
£4,535,380.  Average  cost  per  prescrip- 
tion was  52-82d.  During  March,

Forgery  Charges  Against  Doctor 

At  Eastbourne,  on  November  26,  Dr. 
John  Bodkin  Adams,  Kent  Lodge, 
Trinity  Trees,  Eastbourne,  was  re- 
manded on  bail  of  £2,000  after  appear- 
ing before  the  local  magistrates  on 
thirteen  charges,  amongst  which  were 
eleven  alleging  that,  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud, he  forged  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescriptions  and  other  documents. 

Poison  Sold  in  Chemist's  Absence 

At  Eckineton,  Derbyshire,  recently, 
Arthur  Lloyd  Gilbert,  M.P.S.,  Market 
Street,  Eckington,  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to 
selling  a  poison  in  Gee's  linctus,  the  sale 
not  being  effected  by  or  under  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 
For  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which 
prosecuted,  it  was  said  that  the  Society's 
inspector  had  been  sold  a  bottle  of  the 
linctus  while  the  pharmacist  was  on 
holiday.  In  Mr.  Gilbert's  defence  it  was 
said  that  he  had  been  trying  unsuccess- 
fully for  nearly  a  year  to  obtain  the 
services  of  a  pharmacist.  He  had  noti- 
fied the  Derbyshire  Executive  Council 
to  suspend  his  National  Health  Service 
contract  while  he  was  away,  and  had 
also  put  a  notice  on  the  board  of  his 
shop  stating  that,  during  his  absence,  no 
dispensing  would  be  done.  His  assistant 
had  been  instructed  that  nothing  but 
non-poisonous  merchandise  should  be 
sold.  Defending  solicitor  said  that  it 
was  difficult  to  see  what  more  Mr.  Gil- 
bert could  have  done  short  of  closing 
the  shop.  He  had  been  reluctant  to  do 
that,  because  the  other  chemist  in  the 
area  was  not  in  the  best  of  health.  A 
fine  of  £3  3s.,  plus  £3  3s.  advocate's 
fee,  was  imposed. 

Interpretation  of  a  Patents  Clause 

The  Court  of  Appeal,  London,  upheld 
on  November  21  a  decision  of  Mr. 
Justice  Lloyd-Jacob  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  The 
Laboratories,  Pitville  Circus  Road, 
Cheltenham,  and  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Uphill  Road,  Ilford,  Essex,  are  entitled 
to  sell  or  manufacture  lignocaine,  a 
local  anaesthetic  used  in  dentistry.  An 
appeal  by  Aktiebolaget  Astra,  a  Swedish 
company,  who  had  alleged  an  infringe- 
ment of  their  patent,  was  dismissed  with 
costs,  and  leave  to  appeal  to  the  House 
of  Lords  refused.  Giving  judgment,  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  (Lord  Evershed) 
said  that  the  Swedish  company  had  been 
unfortunate.  Their  patent  was  a  "  con- 
vention patent."  When  their  application 
for  British  letters  patent  was  pending, 
they  had  allowed  time  to  run  against 
them.  To  prevent  lapsing  of  the  patent, 
they  had  had  to  apply  for  an  extension 
of  time  to  enable  them  to  obtain  protec- 
tion for  their  patent  in  Britain.  Condi- 
tions of  granting  that  extension  by  the 
Comptroller  of  Patents  had  been  that 
no  action  for  infringement  would  be 
brought  against  firms  who  had  started 
manufacturing  or  selling  lignocaine  in 
the  United  Kingdom  during  the  inter- 
vening "  dead  period."  The  case  de- 
pended on  the  construction  of  the  words 
in  the  conditions.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  became  aware 
of  lignocaine  from  an  article  published 
by  the  Swedish  company  in  a  technical 
journal,  and  found  that,  at  the  time, 
the  Swedish  company's  application  in 
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the  United  Kingdom  had  lapsed.  They 
accordingly  asked  Messrs.  Howards  to 
manufacture  5  oz. — enough  for  3.500 
injections — and  Messrs.  Howards  did  so. 
The  bona  fides  of  the  two  English  com- 
panies was  not  questioned.  Lord  Ever- 
shed  held  that  what  was  done  was  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business,  and  the 
Swedish  company,  in  view  of  the  condi- 
tions imposed  on  it,  was  not  entitled 
to  bring  proceedings  for  infringement 
against  the  two  English  companies. 
Lords  Justices  Birkett  and  Romer 
agreed. 

Receiving  of  Surgical  Instruments 

The  managing  director  of  Lanceton 
(London),  Ltd.,  surgical  instrument 
manufacturers,  Rosoman  Street,  E.C.I 
(Frederick  William  Stephen  David 
Scott-Ruse,  Parklands  Road,  Chiches- 
ter), was  at  the  London  Sessions  re- 
cently sentenced  to  twelve  months' 
imprisonment.  With  his  son-in-law  (Jan 
Stefan  Gosiewski,  Birchington  Road. 
Kilburn)  he  pleaded  guilty  to  receiving 
artery  forceps,  dissecting  forceps  and 
other  articles  stolen  from  Allen  &  Han- 
burys,  Ltd..  and  the  Scholl  Manufac- 
turing Co.,  Ltd.  Gosiewski  was  fined  a 
total  of  £45  and  ordered  to  pay  £15  15s. 
costs.  Prosecuting  counsel  said  that  the 
value  of  the  property  in  the  charges 
was  in  the  region  of  £230.  It  had  been 
bought  by  the  accused  for  much  less 
than  that,  and  the  property  had  come 
from  two  well-known  concerns,  one  of 
which  had  premises  close  to  the  pre- 
mises of  the  accused.  Three  men  named 
Munday,  Arnold  and  Tillett  had  been 
convicted  and  sent  to  prison  for  the 
thefts.  All  were  men  of  previously  good 
character.  One  of  them  was  a  foreman 
at  Messrs.  Scholl,  and  had  been  with 
them  for  twenty-four  years.  Another 
had  been  with  the  company  for  sixteen 
years.  Matters  came  to  light  when 
police  officers,  acting  on  information, 
kept  observation  on  the  premises  of  the 
accused  in  Rosoman  Street  and  inter- 
viewed Scott-Ruse  as  a  result  of  what 
they  saw.  At  one  stage  he  said: 
"  Although  1  am  not  here  all  the  time, 
I  know  what  goes  on."  Later  he  said. 
"  You  know  how  it  is  in  this  business." 
The  police  traced  some  of  the  property 
stolen  from  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys. 
When  it  was  recovered  the  sign  of  the 
name  of  the  makers  had  been  erased. 
A  detective-sergeant  said  that  Scott- 
Ruse  had  been  before  courts  on  four 
occasions  between  1908  and  1911.  In 
more  recent  years  he  had  been  fined  for 
failing  to  pay  National  Health  Service 
contributions.  He  had  been  in  the  sur- 
gical instrument  business  for  many  years 
and  for  the  past  ten  had  owned  Lance- 
ton, Ltd.,  with  his  son-in-law  as  fellow 
director.  Gosiewski  was  a  man  of  excel- 
lent character  in  every  way  and  had 
served  with  the  Polish  Forces  during 
the  war,  in  which  he  had  been  awarded 
the  Croix  de  Valeur;  he  was  still  a 
registered  alien.  Defending  counsel 
urged  that  both  men  should  be  dealt 
with  as  men  of  excellent  character,  and 
no-one  more  than  the  two  accused 
realised  just  how  much  they  had  placed 
themselves  in  jeopardy.  The  business  of 
a  surgical  instrument  maker  was  not 
always  easy  for'small  concerns  in  getting 
supplies.  He  was  not  suggesting  that 
there  was  a  monopoly  but  there  was  a 
fairly  close  ring.  The  deputy  chairman. 
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in  passing  sentence,  told  Scott-Ruse  it 
was  impossible  to  overlook  the  matter. 
One  of  the  worst  aspects  of  the  case 
was  that  three  men  who  had  been  con- 
victed of  stealing  the  articles  seemed  to 
know  full  well  that  there  was  a  ready 
market  for  it  at  the  premises  of  the 
accused.  He  warned  Gosiewski  that  his 
behaviour  might  interfere  with  his  posi- 
tion in  this  country.  It  was  indeed 
tragic,  he  added,  that  he  should  have 
thrown  away  his  good  character  after 
such  a  valiant  war  record.

IN  PARLIAMENT 


By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


A  RESOLUTION  was  agreed  to  in 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  on 
November  19  authorising  the  imposi- 
tion of  countervailing  and  anti-dump- 
ing duties  on  certain  imported  goods. 

Restrictive  Trading 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade)  moved  on  Nov- 
ember 19  that  the  Registration  of  Re- 
strictive Trading  Agreements  Order, 
1956,  should  be  approved.  He  said 
that  types  of  restrictions  which  they 
were  dealing  with  were,  broadly  speak- 
ing, price  rings  and  what  was  known 
as  collective  discrimination.  The  type 
of  restrictive  agreements  not  covered 
in  the  Order,  but  which  might  be  in  a 
later  one,  were  market  sharing  and 
various  arrangements  for  restricting 
production,  unless  included  in  wider 
arrangements  of  the  type  now  being 
considered.  The  Order  would  come 
into  force  on  November  30;  there  would 
be  three  months  for  registration, 
during  which  particulars  must  be  fur- 
nished. He  believed  that  during  the 
past  year  quite  a  number  of  industries 
had  examined  their  practices  to  see  if 
they  were  really  necessary.  He  hoped 
they  would  examine  them  again  before 
registration,  cutting  out  the  dead  wood 
or  doing  without  them  altogether.  It 
was  likely  to  be  the  autumn  of  1957 
before  a  case  would  be  heard.  The 
order  was  agreed  to. 

Patents  Bill 

The  Patents  Bill  was  given  a  second 
reading  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
November  22.  Lord  Mancroft  (a 
Joint  Under-Secretary  of  State, 
Home  Office)  said  that  the  Bill  would 
provide  that  the  Board  of  Trade  should 
have  power  to  prescribe  by  Order, 
from  time  to  time,  the  period  during 
which  an  application  for  patent  must 
be  put  in  order  for  acceptance,  sub- 
ject to  the  limits  that  that  period  must 
not  be  less  than  one,  nor  more  than 
four,  years.  It  was  intended  initially  to 
lay  down  the  period  of  three  and  a 
half  years,  which  the  Chartered  In- 
stitute of  Patent  Agents  agreed  was  a 
reasonable  period  at  present;  and  that 
would  come  into  force  as  soon  as  the 
Bill  became  law. 

Prescription  Charge 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  S.  S.  Awbery,  in  a 
written  answer  on  November  26  that 
the  Minister  of  Health  was  still  dis- 
cussing the  practical  application  of  the 
new  prescription  charge  scheme  but 
that  he  could  not  defer  the  introduc- 
tion beyond  December  1. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Dr.  Barnett  Stross,  in 
a  written  answer  on  November  26  that 
a  single  charge  would  be  made  to 
cover  both  dropper  and  [nasal]  drops 
when  prescribed  on  the  same  form. 

Pharmaceutical  Services  Cost 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  (Parliamen- 
.  tary    Secretary    to    the    Ministry  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  A.  W.  J.  Lewis,  in 


a  written  answer  on  November  26  that 
the  cost  of  the  pharmaceutical  services 
in  1949-50  was  £31-5  millions  and  the 
average  cost  per  prescription  form  in 
1949  was  4s.  6d.  Re-calculation  of 
those  figures,  after  making  allowances 
for  depreciation  in  the  purchasing 
value  of  the  £  sterling  since  1949,  pro- 
duced figures  respectively  of  about 
£42-25  millions  and  6s. 

European  Free  Trade 

In  a  debate  on  the  adjournment 
motion  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
November  26,  the  subject  discussed 
was  the  proposal  for  British  associa- 
tion with  a  partial  free  trade  area  in 
Western  Europe. 

Mr.  Harold  Macmillan  (Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer)  said  that  it  was  said 
that  whether  or  not  the  plan  was  adop- 
ted, British  industry  would  have  to  livo 
more  and  more  in  a  competitive  world. 
Naturally,  in  a  free  trade  area  that  was 
still  more  so.  But  what  would  be  the 
effect  of  competition  on  British  indus- 
tries? The  Government  must  try  by 
all  appropriate  means  to  maintain  the 
right  economic  climate  to  encourage 
efficiency.  There  was  only  one  answer: 
it  depended  on  industries  themselves, 
on  their  power  to  manufacture  pro- 
ducts of  a  suitable  type  and  design, 
in  good  time,  at  suitable  prices,  and  on 
their  power  to  adapt  themselves  and  to 
exploit  a  great  market.  If  they  had  to 
be  competitive  in  the  free  market,  they 
must  in  any  case  be  competitive  in  the 
far  greater  area  outside.  The  widening 
of  the  market  and  the  competition  that 
the  scheme  would  provide  must  be 
viewed  by  industries  as  a  challenge  and 
a  stimulus.  He  saw  no  great  danger  of 
dislocations.  The  immediate  impact 
was  only  of  limited  operation.  Some 
firms  might  go  to  the  wall,  with  all  that 
that  implied,  but  he  doubted  whether 
there  would  be  many.  Nationally,  there 
would  be  gain  in  concentrating  scarce 
resources  of  skilled  labour,  technicians 
and  managers  on  those  things  which 
the  country  did  best.  The  difTicult 
problems  that  would  have  to  be  faced 
in  the  free  trade  area  were,  for  the 
most  part,  problems  that  would  have 
had  to  be  faced  in  any  case.  They 
would  be  harder  to  face  if  that  area 
were  formed  and  Britain  was  outside. 

Opposition's  View 

Mr.  Harold  Wilson,  for  the  Oppo- 
sition, said  that  if  Britain  was  success- 
ful in  the  period  covered  by  the  plan 
in  converting  itself  from  a  low  invest- 
ment to  a  high  investment  economy 
there  was  nothing  to  fear,  whether 
competition  was  intensified  with  the 
removal  of  tariffs  or  not.  If  Britain  re- 
mained a  low  investment  economy  it 
would  go  under  and  the  freeing  of 
European  trade  restrictions  would 
merely  hasten  the  process.  The  Opposi- 
tion regarded  the  plan — if  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  for  Britain  to 
enter  it — not  as  a  justification  for  a 
free  market  economy  but  as  a  change 
of  policy  which  would  require  funda- 
mental changes  of  internal  policy.  It 
would  mean  more  controls,  more  posi- 
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five  Socialist  planning  measures,  and 
more  positive  uses  of  public  ownership, 
not  only  to  increase  the  total  volume 
of  investment  but  also  to  direct  it  to 
industries  in  need  of  expansion. 

Mr.  Gerald  Nabarro  said  that  no 
one  had  pointed  out  a  number  of  mani- 
fest difficulties.  There  were  certain  un- 
fair trading  practices  which  it  would  be 
nearly  impossible  under  common  mar- 
ket arrangements  to  suppress.  Working 
hours  on  the  Continent  were  much 
longer  than  ours,  and  lower  wages  were 
paid.  There  were  unequal  taxation 
standards  between  other  European 
countries  and  Britain. 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade)  said  the  one 
thing  which  clearly  emerged  from  the 
Government's  talks  with  the  Common- 
wealth, industry,  the  Trades  Union 
Congress,  and  from  the  debate,  was 
that  the  Government  should  enter  into 
those  discussions  with  Europe  with  the 
firm  determination  to  secure  an  accept- 
able scheme.  Britain  must  meet  and 
beat  competition  in  the  world  or  go 
under.  Quota  restrictions  must  remain 
subject  to  strict  rules  as  they  were  to- 
day. If  Britain  or  other  European 
countries  were  allowed  to  reimpose 
quotas  for  protective  purposes  under 
the  guise  of  balance  of  payments  rea- 
sons it  would  frustrate  the  whole 
object  of  the  exercise.

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FITTING  OUT  THE  FACTORY 


Lifting,  Transporting  and  Tilting 
Carboys.  — ■  A  truck  that  lifts,  trans- 
ports and  tilts  carboys  is  available 
from  Powell  &  Co.,  Drum  Master 
Works,  Burry  Port,  Carmarthenshire. 


The  truck  has  advantages  over  the 
company's  earlier  carboy  tilter.  There 
is  no  cham  or  bar  across  the  front  of 
the  carboy.  The  carboy  is  placed  in 
the  cradle  at  ground  level  and  raised  to 
transporting  position  by  a  simple  hand 
and  foot  operation.  No  metal  ring  en- 
circles the  neck  of  the  carboy.  It  has 
14-m.  diameter  wheels,  rubber-tyred  if 
required. 

Polytliene  Fittings  for  Polytliene 
Tubes.  —  A  good  deal  of  ingenuity  has 
been  used  in  the  design  and  construc- 
tion of  a  series  of  Alkalite  polythene 
fittings  newly  introduced  by  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  London, 
S.W.I,  for  joining  lengths  of  polythene 
tubing.  Tube  and  fitting  are  welded 
securely  together  in  a  quick  and 
simpje  operation.  The  Alkalite  fittings 
are  moulded  from  Alkathene  and  have 
the  same  acid-  and  alkali-resisting 
properties.  They  are  non-corrosive  and, 
when   buried   underground,    need  no 


protection.  To  make  the  joint,  the  end 
of  the  polythene  tube  is  cut  square  and 
pushed  into  the  fitting  until  it  butts 
closely  against  a  shoulder  stop  inside. 
Low-voltage  current  at  moderate 
amperage  is  passed  through  connector 
wires  leading  to  circular  resistance  ele- 
ments moulded  into  the  fittings.  That 
produces  sufficient  heat  to  cause  local- 
ised melting  of  tube  and  fitting,  weld- 
ing them  into  a  homogeneous  whole.  A 
6-volt  heavy-duty  battery  provides  the 
current.  The  welding  operation  takes 
fifteen  to  thirty  seconds  and  is  stopped 
by  breaking  the  circuit  when  molten 
polythene  emerges  from  the  point  of 
entry  of  the  connector  leads.  After 
time  for  cooling,  the  connector  wires 
are  snipped  off.  Mechanically,  the 
weld  is  made  at  the  strongest  point,  and 
the  air-tight  and  water-tight  joint  re- 
sulting has  a  tensile  strength  of  the  same 
order  as  the  tube  itself.  Skill  in  making 
the  joints  depends  on  correctly  judging 
the  welding  time  and,  to  eliminate 
"  rule  of  thumb "  for  operators  who 
have  not  acquired  the  judgment,  a 
timer  is  available.  Operating  on  the 
principle  of  bimetallic  switcnes,  it  is 


placed  in  circuit  between  battery  and 
fitting  and  pre-set  to  the  size  of  fitting 
involved.  It  automatically  controls  the 
intensity  of  current  and  length  of  weld- 
ing cycle.  The  fittings  are  packed  in 
cartons  of  six.  They  are  at  present 
available  in  i-in.,  }-in.  and  1-in. 
nominal  sizes  of  straight  coupling, 
elbow,  tee,  reducer  and  adaptor  for 
normal-gauge  Alkathene  tubing.  Simi- 
lar fittings  for  heavy-gauge  tubing  are 
being  marketed  later. 

New  Designs. — Two  new  designs  of 
Dexion  slotted-angle  equipment  for  the 
quick  construction  of  storage  racks, 
work-benches,  frames  for  laboratory 
apparatus,  and  other  structures  demand- 
ing strength  with  rigidity,  have  been 
introduced  by  Dexion,  Ltd.,  65  May- 
grove  Road,  London,  N.W.6.  The  new 
Dexion  112  is  a  half-size  version  of 
Dexion  225,  and  the  smallest  in  the 
company's  range  of  four.  It  is  claimed 
to  be  ideal  for  models,  display  stands, 
frames,  and  small  laboratory  and  work- 
shop framework.  Dexion  140,  the 
other  newcomer  to  the  range,  is  a 
slotted  angle  with  equal  flanges  for 
bolting  together  with  all  other  Dexion 
angles.

servative for  poultry  carcases.  A 
formulation  of  oxytetracycline  com- 
mercially known  as  Biostat,  manufac- 
tured by  Chas.  Pfizer  &  Co.,  Inc., 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  U.S.A.,  was  recently 
shown  to  be  of  economic  importance 
in  the  whaling  industry.  In  a  trial  car- 
ried out  off  the  Norwegian  coast,  two 
whales  were  treated  with  Biostat  at  the 
time  of  kill.  The  treatment  consider- 
ably prolonged  the  freshness  of  the 
whale  carcases,  thereby  increasing  their 
commercial  value.  In  whale  oil  ex- 
tracted from  the  carcases  no  trace  of 
residual  antibiotic  was  found.  The  Nor- 
wegian whaling  company  concerned  has 
since  ordered  a  large  supply  of  Biostat 
whale  formulation  for  use  by  a  main 
whaling  fleet  in  South  Georgia.  The 
material  was  manufactured  at  the  Sand- 
wich plant  of  Pfizer  Ltd.,  Folkestone, 
Kent.

44.    Dr.  T.  E.  WALLIS 


PHARMACISTS  from  all  over 
Britain  will  be  wishing  "  Many 
happy  returns,"  to  Dr.  T.  E.  Wallis  on 
December  1,  his  eightieth  birthday. 
Greetings  will  be  arriving,  too,  from 
overseas,  for  Dr.  Wallis  is  a  pharma- 
cognosist  of  international  repute.  They 
could  very  well  be  coming  in  also  from 
the  British  plastics,  chocolate  and  tex- 
tile industries,  for  companies  prominent 
in  those  industries  make  routine  use  of 
the  lycopodium  spore  count  technique 
of  which  he  was  the  "  inventor." 

Within  the  half-century  during  vi4iich, 
with  breaks,  he  has  been  associated  with 
academic  pharmacy.  Dr.  Wallis  has 
done  much  more  than  witness  a  revolu- 
tion in  the  subject  in  which  he  has 
attained  world  renown.  He  has  been, 
many  would  say,  the  principal  archi- 
tect of  the  change.  When  he  took  over 
as  lecturer  in  botany  at  the  Square  in 
1919,  "materia  medica  "  as  a  curricu- 
lum subject  was  still  largely  a  matter 
of  having  a  good  eye  for  the  recognition 
of  leaves,  barks  and  roots  handed  round 
in  little  wooden  boxes.  To  the  scientific- 
ally minded  it  was  a  bore,  though  it  was 
a  cinch  to  those  with  a  good  memory 
for  names  and  facts. 

With  the  encouragement  of  the  Dean 
(Professor  Greenish),  Dr.  Wallis  injec- 
ted an  inoculum  of  science  in  to  the 
subject,  transforming  it  into  the  "  phar- 
macognosy "  of  the  present  syllabus. 
That  Dr.  Wallis  should  give  his  subject 
that  scientific  reorientation  is  natural 
enough,  for  he  came  to  it  after  years 
as  a  practising  analyst  and  chemist. 
A  Fellow  of  the  [now  Royal]  Institute 
of  Chemistry  since  1906,  he  was  from 
1913  to  1919  assistant  to  the  public 
analyst  for  Exeter  (Mr.  Thomas  Tickle), 
after  having  taught  science  at  the  Tech- 
nical Institute,  Tunbridge  Wells,  since 
1905,  and  after  having  held  from  1901 
to  1905  posts  as  senior  demonstrator 
in  chemistry  and  lecturer  in  physical 
chemistry  and  physics  in  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  School.  His  all-round 
aptitude  for — in  fact  brilliance  in- - 
science  displayed  itself  at  a  relatively 
early  stage,  for  in  1897  he  entered  for 
a  full  course  at  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy and  at  the  end  of  the  session  in 
1898  he  qualified  as  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist and  was  awarded  bronze  medals 
in  botany,  chemistry  and  materia 
medica.  In  the  following  year,  when  he 
passed  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  ex- 
amination, he  gained  the  Society's 
bronze  medal  plus  silver  medals  in 
bo.tany  and  chemistry.  Yet,  unlike 
many  another  in  whom  a  zeal  for 
science  was  awakened  in  boyhood  and 
found  opportunity  in  a  pharmaceutical 
apprenticeship,  it  was  almost  in  the 
frame  of  mind  that  one  method  of  earn- 
ing a  livelihood  was  as  good  as 
another  that  he  was  indentured  to  his 
father,  the  late  J.  T.  W.  Wallis,  Ph.C. 
Therefore  it  may  have  been  important 
that  his  father's  pharmacy  was  in  Is- 
lington*, within  easy  reach,  for  even- 
ing study  purposes,  of  Birkbeck  Col- 
lege. His  schooling,  in  which  "  science  " 
played  quite  a  minor  and  by  modern 
standards  rudimentary  part,  was  gained 
at  Dame  Alice  Owen's  boys'  school, 
Islington. 


His  first  degree,  the  B.Sc.  (London), 
came  in  1900,  his  Doctorate  forty-three 
years  later.  He  was  made  Reader  in 
Pharmacognosy  in  1926,  and  curator 
of  the  Society's  museum  in  1927,  and 
received  the  Hanbury  Memorial  medal 
in  1939  for  his  work  in  pharmacognosy. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Pub- 
lic Analysts,  a  Fellow  of  the  Linnean 
Society,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Microscopical  Society,  of  which  he  was 
president  in  the  years  1954  and  1955. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  pharma- 
cognosy subcommittees  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  and  is  still 
a  member  of  the  Codex  Revision  Com- 
mittee and  chairman  of  subcommittees 
A  and  B.  He  has  been  an  examiner  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  and  to 
the  University  of  London;  and  was 
formerly  examiner  in  pharmacognosy 
to  the  University  of  Wales.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Conference,  1942  and  1943. 

The  lycopodium  spore  count  techni- 
que, to  which  reference  has  been  made. 


is  a  method  of  quantitative  microscopi- 
cal analysis.  The  information  it  yields 
from  a  mixture  of  the  spores  with  a 
substance  under  examination  is  based 
on  the  fact  that  94,000  of  the  spores 
weigh  1  mgm.  Obvious  enough  it 
seems  now,  but  historically  it  was  born 
out  of  the  famous  "  pepper  case  "  of 
1912,  during  which  the  magistrate  said 
he  was  "  very  much  impressed  with 
witness's  statement  that  there  was  no 
method  by  which  the  amount  of  husk 
could  be  ascertained." 

Wallis,  impressed  by  that  observa- 
tion, went  to  work  to  elaborate  a  tech- 
nique, and  the  one  he  devised,  at  once 
ingenious  and  simple,  has  been  applied 
in  innumerable  ways  in  the  courts,  in 
industry,  in  analytical  practice,  in  re- 
search and  in  teaching.  Wallis's  Analy- 
tical Microscopy,  published  in  1923, 
is  shortly  reappearing  in  an  edition  four 
times  as  large  as  previously.  His  Prac- 
tical Pharmacognosy,  first  published  in 
1925,  has  run  to  six  editions,  and  his 
Textbook  of  Pharmacognosy,  first  pub- 
lished 1946.  to  three.  A  list  of  his  con- 
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tributions  to  research  would  run  into 
pages,  and  it  is  more  illuminating  to 
enumerate  the  headings  under  which 
his  inquiries  have  been  organised:  — 

To  describe  those  details  of  gross 
morphology  and  of  microscopical 
structure  by  which  it  is  possible  to 
identify  vegetable  and  animal  sub- 
stances used  in  medicine  and  phar- 
macy. 

To  provide  characters  by  which 
adulterants  can  be  detected  in  foods 
and  drugs,  especially  when  in  pow- 
dered form  or  in  broken  pieces. 
To  discover  general  methods  by  which 
proportions  by  weight  of  powdered 
materials — food  and  drugs — may  be 
accurately  determined  by  means  of 
the  microscope. 

To  devise  optical  apparatus  and 
mechanical  contrivances  for  use  with 


the  microscope,  especially  for  the 
study  of  foods,  drugs  and  powdered 
materials. 

To  devise  new  methods  for  the  de- 
termination of  the  purity  of  chemi- 
cal substances  and  of  drugs  used  in 
medicine  and  pharmacy. 

Yet  on  his  eightieth  birthday  his 
friends  will  not  be  thinking  mainly  of 
his  erudition,  or  his  industry,  or  the 
"  love  of  accuracy  and  hatred  of  pre- 
tence ■'  to  which  one  of  his  research 
students  made  reference  in  a  tribute  on 
the  occasion  of  his  retirement  in  1946. 
They  will  be  thinking  rather  of  his 
charm,  his  humour,  his  self-effacing 
friendliness,  his  shrewd  commonsense 
and  of  the  mischievous  twinkle  in  his 
eye.  To  hundreds  of  ex-students  he  is 
"  Tommy."  When,  few  of  them  artists, 
he  made  them  as  students  draw  what 


they  saw  under  the  microscope,  he  gave 
them  at  the  same  time  the  confidence 
to  become  passable  draughtsmen. 
When,  at  science  sessions  at  Confer- 
ences, he  has  pertinently  criticised  a 
contributor's  paper,  it  has  been  almost 
a  benison  to  the  person  criticised. 

Ten  years  after  his  retirement  from 
the  staff  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  he 
is  still  busy  for  half  a  week  at'  the 
Square,  either  on  researches  of  his  own 
choice  or  closely  co-operating  in  the 
work  of  others.  Always  he  is  happy, 
with  an  infectious  happiness  that  seenis 
to  make  almost  redundant  the  wish 
spontaneously  rising  from  the  lips  of 
so  many  well-wishers  on  this  Saturday: 
"  Many  happy  returns."

Anaesthetics  from  the  rum  and 
tobacco  juice  of  Nelson's  time  to 
present-day  drugs  like  Pentathol,  were 
mentioned  by  Mr.  M.  Love  (senior 
surgeon,  Royal  Northern  Hospital) 
when  he  gave  an  account  of  surgery 
throughout  the  ages  to  Finchley  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  recently. 
The  use  of  carbolic  spray  in  1880  as 


the  first  step  against  septicaemia  was 
contrasted  with  the  present  aseptic 
technique  and  Mr.  Love  described  the 
operations  of  appendicectomy  and  the 
removal  of  gall  stones. 

WEST  LONDON 
Best  Sellers 

Best  sellers  in  a  pharmacy  were  oral 
analgesics,  laxatives,  dentifrices  and 
indigestion  remedies,  said  Mr.  I.  Mac- 
Donald  of  A.  C.  Nielsen  Co.,  Ltd. 
(Marketing  Research)  ~  when  he 
addressed  the  Western  [London]  Phar- 
macists' Association  recently.  At  the 
foot  of  the  list  were  disinfectants,  toilet 
paper  and  tooth-brushes.  Display  was 
more  important  than  ever,  he  said,  on 
the  counter  more  so  than  in  the  win- 
dow. The  ideal  for  successful  busi- 
ness was  one  shop  to  3,200  of  the 
population  while  in  London  it  was  one 
to  3,000.  An  average  turnover  was 
£11,000  of  which  70  per  cent,  was  taken 
in  counter  sales  and  30  per  cent,  by 
N.H.S.  business. 

HUDDERSFIELD 

Outline  of  Antibiotic  Research 

Speaking  at  a  meeting  of  Huddersfield 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
recently.  Dr.  M.  Lumb  (Boots 
Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.),  outlined  recent 
advances  in  antibiotic  research.  There 
were  two  main  aims  in  research,  he 
said:  increased  yield  of  established  pro- 
ducts and  the  discovery  of  new  ones. 
With  known  antibiotics,  the  problem 
was  the  selection  of  mutants  of  the 
original  growth.  A  pure  culture  was 
obtained  on  solid  media  of  special  com- 
position and  from  it  were  obtained 
subcultures  in  liquid  media  from 
which  the  antibiotic  could  eventually 
be  extracted.  As  many  of  the  organ- 
isms under  test  were  Actinomycetes, 
thorough  aeration  of  the  media  was 
essential.  It  was  obtained  on  a  small 
scale  by  mechanical  agitation  (shaker 
flask  process).  At  that  stage  some  selec- 
tion was  possible  of  produced  anti- 
biotic but,  for  thorough  testing,  up  to 
0'5  gm.  was  required  to  carry  out  a 
single  toxicity  test  and  a  larger  pilot 
plant  with  eight-litre  fermenters  was 
needed.  From  then  on,  as  quantity  in- 
creased, the  liquid  media  were  aerated 
by  blowing  sterile  air  through  them. 


That  had  to  be  humidified  to  avoid 
concentration  of  the  media  during  fer- 
mentation. Fermentation  was  allowed  to 
proceed  for  about  a  week  under  those 
conditions  and  the  mould  was  then  fil- 
tered oflf.  The  liquor  was  examined  for 
antibiotic  activity,  fractionated  by  such 
methods  as  chromatography  and  elec- 
trophoresis and  concentrates  obtained 
when  the  larger-scale  production  for 
further  investigation  had  been  decided 
on.  The  relatively  pure  material  was 
then  tested  for  its  potentialities:  mainly 
toxicity;  next  specificity  against  various 
pathogens  (those  causing  tuberculosis, 
amoebic  and  virus  diseases  offering  the 
greatest  scope).  Finally  tests  were  made 
of  possible  uses  in  veterinary  and  hor- 
ticultural spheres  and,  more  recently, 
for  food  preservation.  Replying  to 
questions,  Dr.  Lumb  said  that,  although 
antibiotics  had  created  a  new  and  spe- 
cialised industry,  there  were  only  four 
main  manufacturers  in  Great  Britain. 
The  capital  equipment  required  made 
it  unlikely  that  other  firms  would  enter 
the  field.  Some  universities  were  pro- 
viding specialist  courses  in  micro- 
biology. For  anti-foaming,  long-chain 
alcohols  such  as  octodecyl  were  chiefly 
used.  Horticulture  offered  immense  new 
opportunities.  Whether  the  widespread 
use  of  antibiotics  would  be  likely  to 
bring  about  a  reassertion  of  nature  was 
tied  up  with  the  development  of  sensi- 
tisation  and  bacterial  resistance. 

EXETER 

Pharmacy  and  the  Forces 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  would 
strongly  oppose  any  attempt  by  the 
Service  authorities  to  create  the  rank 
of  pharmacist "  for  Service-trained 
personnel  said  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield 
(a  member  of  the  Society's  Council) 
when  he  addressed  the  Exeter  Branch 
of  the  Society  recently.  Dealing  with 
the  work  of  the  Council  and  its  com- 
mittees he  said  that  there  were  four 
subcommittees  to  study  the  special  sub- 
jects of  general  practice,  financial 
policy,  educational  policy  and  publica- 
tions. During  the  discussion,  several 
branch  members  said  that  they  were  in 
favour  of  area  representation  by  Coun- 
cil members  for  a  district  such  as 
Devon  where  members  were  scattered 
and  felt  remote  from  the  Society.

Dusting-powder  of  Salicylic  Acid, 
Compound:  P.  963,  line  19.  For  N/2 
read  'N/l  sodium  hydroxide. 

Dusting-powder  of  Zinc  Oxide  and 
Boric  Acid:  P.  963.  Delete  the  Assays 
and  insert : 

Assay  for  zinc  oxide.  To  about  1-5  g., 
accurately  weighed,  add  10  ml.  of  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid  and  20  ml.  of  water, 
boil  for  5  minutes  under  a  reflux  con- 
denser, filter  if  necessary,  and  wash  the 
condenser,  flask  and  filter  with  three 
successive  portions,  each  of  5  ml.,  of 
water;  neutralise  the  combined  filtrate 
and  washings  with  solution  of  sodium 
carbonate  using  solution  of  methyl 
orange  as  indicator,  boil,  add  a  further 
10  ml.  of  solution  of  sodium  carbonate, 
filter,  wash  the  residue  with  five  succes- 
sive portions,  each  of  5  ml.  of  water, 
retaining  the  combined  filtrate  and 
washings  for  the  determination  of  boric 
acid,  and  ignite  the  residue  of  zinc 
oxide  to  constant  weight. 

Assay  for  boric  acid.  Acidify  the 
combined  filtrate  and  washings  obtained 
in  the  determination  of  zinc  oxide  with 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid  using  solution  of 
methyl  orange  as  indicator,  and  boil 
under  a  reflux  condenser  to  remove  car- 
bon dioxide;  cool,  wash  the  condenser 
with  two  successive  portions,  each  of 
5  ml.,  of  water,  neutralise  the  combined 
solution  and  washings  with  N/1  sodium 
hydroxide,  add  100  ml.  of  glycerin,  and 
titrate  with  N/1  sodium  hydroxide  using 
solution  of  phenol phthalein  as  indica- 
tor; each  ml.  of  N/1  sodium  hydroxide 
is  equivalent  to  0-06184  g.  of  H^B03. 
Eye  Lotion  of  Mercuric  Oxy- 
cyanide:  p.  997,  line  6  from  foot.  For 
0  022  to  0  025  read  0  020  to  0-026. 

Gargle  of  Ferric  Chloride: 
p.  1002.  Delete  the  Assays  and  insert  : 
Assay  for  ferric  chloride.  Saturate 
50  ml.  with  sulphur  dioxide  by  passing 
a  gentle  stream  of  the  gas;  add  30  ml. 
of  water,  boil  gently  to  expel  the  sulphur 
dioxide  completely,  replacing  the  water 
lost  by  evaporation,  cool,  and  dilute  to

FIVE  years  ago  Dr.  R.  Doll  and  Pro- 
fessor A.  Bradford  Hill  started  an  in- 
vestigation into  the  mortality  of 
British  doctors  in  relation  to  smoking 
habits.  Their  preliminary  report  pub- 
lished in  1954  (see  C.  <6  D.,  July  3,  1954, 
p.  10)  pointed  to  the  fact  that  smoking 
had  a  causal  connection  with  lung 
cancer.  The  second  report,  published 
in  the  British  Medical  Journal  dated 
November  10,  confirms  those  conclu- 
sions, refutes  criticisms  that  were 
levelled  against  them,  and  produces 
some  interesting  information  about  the 
relationship  of  smoking  to  other  causes 
of  death.  The  annual  death  rate  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  in  heavy  cigarette 
smokers,  the  report  states,  is  approxi- 
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chromate  as  indicator;  each  ml.  of  N/IO 
silver  nitrate  is  equivalent  to  0-003647  g.

mately  forty  times  the  death  rate  from 
that  cause  of  the  non-smoker. 

In  each  group  considered  —  light, 
medium,  and  heavy  smokers — the  mor- 
tality from  cancer  of  the  lung  was 
"  substantially  and  significantly  greater  " 
in  cigarette  smokers  than  in  pipe 
smokers.  Increased  mortality  from 
chronic  bronchitis  with  increased  con- 
sumption of  tobacco  is  also  noted.  The 
death  rate  from  that  cause  rose  from 
01 2  a  thousand,  for  non-smokers,  to 
072  a   thousand  for  heavy  smokers. 

In  another  report  in  the  same  issue. 
Dr.  C.  R.  Lowe  concludes  that  smoking 
may  be  an  important  cause  of  the 
breakdown  of  healed  and  quiescent 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  adults.

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Complications  of  the  Levy 

If  any  chemist  contractor  questioned  the  forecast  that 
the  new  shilling  levy  would  give  rise  to  extreme  com- 
plications, he  will  receive  a  shock  from  notice  ECN  214, 
now  being  issued  to  contractors  by  Executive  Councils. 

To  try  to  make  this  singularly  ill-conceived  scheme 
work  as  smoothly  as  possible  will  demand  great  effort 
on  his  part.  The  system,  a  nightmare  to  the  chemist, 
seems  a  civil  servant's  dream.  By  comparison  the 
complications  of  purchase  tax  may  be  said  to  fade  into 
insignificance. 

At  this,  his  busiest  season  of  the  year,  the  contractor 
may  well  imagine  that'  he  has  been  presented  by  the 
Ministry  with  a  puzzle  with  which  to  while  away  the 
hours  of  Boxing  Day  (the  earliest  date  at  which  he 
can  give  it  his  attention).  Nevertheless  he  must  find 
what  time  he  can,  in  his  customers'  interest  as  well  as 
his  own,  to  master  the  method  by  which  the  new  levy 
is  to  be  applied,  and  consequential  changes  in  the 
method  of  submitting  prescriptions  to  the  pricing  bureau. 

The  general  rule  is  "  one  dispensing  fee,  one  pre- 
scription charge."  But  complications  arise  when  the 
"  order "  is  not  for  a  single  item  but  for  multiples 
of  an  item  and  more  than  one  dispensing  fee  is 
earned.  In  those  cases  the  patient  is,  so  to  speak,  given 
the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  levied  with  only  a  single 
shilling  charge.  Thus  an  order  for  two  bottles  of  a 
mixture  is  an  order  for  one  "  drug."  Two  dispensing 
fees  are  payable  but  the  customer  pays  only  one  shil- 
ling charge.  The  pharmacist  must  remember,  when  he 
submits  his  prescriptions  for  pricing,  to  keep  separate 
those  forms  on  which  the  number  of  dispensing  fees 
differs  from  the  number  of  charges,  and  to  include  them 
in  his  S  bundle  or  beneath  the  hosiery  forms  on  the 
top  of  each  doctor's  packet  in  doctor-sorted  bundles. 
If  he  does  not  do  so  and  in  consequence  some  of 
those  prescriptions  are  not  priced  in  full  he  will  be 
debited  with  a  charge  that  he  has  not  collected. 

Even  with  all  the  explanations,  there  will  still  be  cases 
difficult  to  decide.  The  chemist  must  simply  do  his 
best  to  understand  the  explanation  of  the  system  put 
out  by  the  Ministry,  with  the  help  of  the  guidance 
given  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  It  seems 
that,  if  he  gives  the  patient  the  benefit  of  the  doubt, 
remembering  that  "  one  drug  " — and  that  term  seems  to 
be  stretched  pretty  far  in  some  of  the  Ministry's 
examples — means  one  shilling  charge,  he  may  not  go 
far  wrong.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  in  turn,  the  bureaux 
will  give  the  contractor  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  when 
they  come  to  price  his  prescriptions. 


Overseas  Trade  in  October 

UwrrED  Kingdom  overseas  trade  in  October  was  at  a 
high  level  on  both  sides  of  the  account.  Exports  reached 
a  record  total  of  £294-9  millions,  exceeding  by  over  £11 
millions  the  previous  best  in  May  and  14  per  cent, 
above  the  monthly  average  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
the  year.  Imports  at  £354-3  millions  were  also  the  highest 
this  year,  being  9i  per  cent,  above  the  monthly  average 
for  January-September.  Re-exports  at  £12-7  millions 
were  also  considerably  higher  than  in  recent  months. 
The  visible  trade  deficit  in  October  fell  to  £46-7  millions, 
£15  millions  lower  than  in  August  and  September. 

Not  too  much  should  be  read  into  the  higher  values. 
The  Board  of  Trade  states  that  the  period  covered  by 
the  October  figures  contained  the  unusually  large  num- 
ber of  twenty-eight  working  days,  and  October  is  usually 
a  seasonally  good  one  for  exports.  The  requisitioning 
of  ships  in  the  early  stages  of  the  Suez  emergency,  which 
slightly  reduced  export  shipments  in  August  and  Sep- 
tember, did  not  affect  normal  loadings  and  sailings  in 
October,  and  there  may,  indeed,  have  been  some  re- 
covery of  shipments  previously  delayed. 

Chemicals,  like  most  other  categories,  contributed  to 
the  export  rise.  Drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions exported  acc6unted  for  £3-28  millions.  That  was

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slightly  more  than  the  value  of  the  previous  October 
(£3-20  millions)  and  compares  with  a  monthly  average 
for  the  year  to  date  of  £2-93  millions.  India  was  again 
the  best  customer,  her  purchases  being  valued  at 
£254.840.  Australia  was  second  with  £215,061. 

The  October  import  and  export  values  of  those  drugs, 
chemicals  and  allied  products  for  which  statistics  are 
published  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table. 
Although  the  total  October  figures  were  the  highest  for 
any  month  since  December  1955,  only  barbiturates, 
sulphonamides  and  ointments  and  liniments  were  at 
record  levels.  Elsewhere,  however,  synthetic  detergents 
and  most  toilet  preparations,  including  tooth-paste  and 
toilet  soap,  were  at  their  highest  for  any  month  this  year. 

On  the  import  side  the  value  of  drugs  brought  into  the 
country  during  the  period  under  review  was  not  unduly 
high,  most  items  being  around  previous  levels. 

With  the  closure  of  the  Suez  Canal  to  shipping,  exports 
to  India  must  show  a  considerable  falling-off  during 
the  next  few  months.  Meanwhile,  those  manufacturers 
who  wish  to  make  good  any  temporary  loss  in  their 
export  earnings  may  find  it  expedient  to  direct  extra 
sales  efi'orts  to  countries  within  the  Organisation  for 
European  Economic  Co-operation.  The  Australian  trad- 
ing position  has  improved  lately,  and  British  exporters 
are  hopeful  of  some  easing  in  Australian  import  restric- 
tions in  the  near  future.  Even  if  the  relaxation  came  next 
week,  however,  no  improvement  in  the  returns  could  be 
seen  for  a  long  time,  in  view  of  the  shipping  position 
that  is  expected  to  obtain  for  a  considerable  time.  Added 
attention  to  the  O.E.E.C.  markets,  therefore,  would 
appear  to  be  the  most  likely  method  of  producing  quick 
results. 

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

ANALGESICS  COMPARED 

Tab.  codein.  co  is  a  superior  analgesic  to  n-acetyl-para- 
aminophenol  (Panadol)  in  the  majority  of  patients  suffering 
from  chronic  rheumatic  conditions  state  Newton  and  Tanner 
in  a  report  of  a  controlled  clinical  trial  (British  Medical 
Journal,  1956.  2.  1096).  A  significant  minority,  however, 
judge  that  NAPAP  is  a  better  analgesic.  The  two  drugs  were 
compared  by  their  action  in  the  same  patient  and  each 
comparison  was  carried  out  twice  on  each  patient  to  ensure 
greater  reliability  of  result.  The  statistical  method  used 
was  that  of  sequential  analysis  which  offers  economy  in 
material,  time  and  computation.  N-acetyl-p-aminophenol 
is  the  non-toxic  metabolite  of  acetanilide  and  phenacetin 
through  which  those  drugs  appear  to  exert  their  anti- 
pyretic and  analgesic  action  in  the  human  body. 

SKIN  ERUPTIONS  DUE  TO  DEODORANTS 

A  NEW  "  clinical  entity,"  in  the  form  of  a  previously  unseen 
skin  eruption,  appears  to  be  developing  from  the  use  of 
certain  deodorant  and  antiperspirant  preparations,  accord- 
ing to  L.  Rubin  and  others  (Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  1956.  2.  953).  The  authors  add  that, 
while  the  clinical  appearance  and  pathological  examinations 
are  consistent  in  all  patients  observed,  the  exact  etiology 
of  the  granulomatous  lesion  has  still  to  be  determined. 
The  acute  condition,  however,  while  resistant  to  treatment, 
may  apparently  be  alleviated  by  topically  administered 
steroids.  The  eruption  in  the  axillas  is  of  a  new  and 
unusual  type  and  its  clinical  appearance  characteristic. 
The  histopathological  pattern  reveals  a  granuloma,  suggest- 
ing a  tuberculoid  reaction.  The  stick  deodorants — used 
by  patients  for  a  ijeriod  of  a  few  days  to  several  months — 
were  of  a  gel  type  containing  sodium  zirconium  lactate, 
while  the  lotion-type  deodorant  contained  chlorhydroxy- 
aluminium  sulphate.  One  of  the  deodorant  sticks  is  re- 
ported to  contain  glycerin,  diethyleneglycol  mono-ethyl 
ether,  dichlorophenc,  hexachlorophene,  sodium  stearate, 
propylene  glycol  monostearate,  sodium  zirconium  lactate, 
cetyl  alcohol,  ethyl  alcohol,  perfume  and  water. 


EFFECTS  OF  MEPROBAMATE 

The  sedative  drug  meprobamate  (Equanil,  Mepavlon,  Mil- 
town)  which  has  become  the  fourth  most  commonly  pre- 
scribed drug  in  the  United  States  and  which  is  beginning 
to  be  widely  prescribed  in  Britain,  is  the  subject  of  a 
controlled  trial  by  E.  D.  West  and  A.  Fernandes  du 
Fonseca  (British  Medical  Journal,  1956.  2.  1206).  The 
expense  of  the  newer  tranquillising  drugs,  say  the  authors, 
makes  an  early  assessment  of  their  true  value  a  matter  of 
economic  as  well  as  medical  importance.  In  the  clinical 
trial  on  151  psychiatric  out-patients,  meprobamate  pro- 
duced some  relief  of  symptoms  in  58  per  cent,  of  chronic 
anxiety  and  tension  states  although  the  drug  was  not  as 
etl'ective  when  anxiety  or  agitation  was  severe.  In  a 
separate  trial  meprobamate  was  compared  with  sodium 
amylobarbitone  in  a  further  fifty-one  patients  suffering 
from  anxiety  and  tension  states.  No  marked  differences 
were  found  in  effectiveness  between  those  two  drugs  but 
meprobamate  often  seemed  more  useful  than  a  barbiturate 
where  irritability  was  a  marked  feature.  Transient  skin 
rashes  occurred  in  five  of  the  patients  treated  and  editorial 
comment  mentions  "  severe  and  widespread  skin  reactions  " 
from  the  use  of  the  drug  as  reported  in  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association.  The  editorial  concludes: 
"  Meprobamate  has  the  disadvantage  of  costing  the  hospi- 
tal dispensary  twenty-four  dmes  as  much  as  an  equivalent 
therapeutic  dose  of  a  short  acting  barbiturate.  Those 
considerations  suggest  that  claims  made  for  meprobamate 
that  it  is  the  ideal  drug  for  the  treatment  of  insomnia, 
tension  and  anxiety  should  be  accepted  with  great  reserve." 

ECHOES  OF  THE  PAST 

A  ROUTINE  FOR  GOUT 

From  Sylva  Syl varum,  by  Francis  Bacon,  1676 
Experiment  Solitary  touching  the  Filum  Medicinale 
There  be  many  Medicines,  which  by  themselves  would  do 
no  cure,  but  perhaps  hurt,  but  being  applied  in  a  certain 
order,  one  after  another,  do  great  cures.  I  have  tried  (my 
self)  a  Remedy  for  the  Gout,  which  hath  seldom  failed,  but 
driven  it  away  in  Twenty  four  hour  space:  It  is  first  to 
apply  a  Pultas,  which,  vide  the  Receit,  and  then  a  Bath  or 
Fomentation,  of  which,  vide  the  Receit,  and  then  a  plaister, 
vide  the  Receit.  The  Pultas  relaxed  the  Pores,  and  maketh 
the  humour  apt  to  exhale.  The  Fomentation  calleth  forth 
the  Humour  by  Vapors;  but  yet  in  regard  of  the  way  made 
by  the  Pultas,  draweth  gently;  and  therefore  draweth  the 
Humor  out,  and  doth  not  draw  more  to  it:  For  it  is  a 
Gentle  Fomentation,  and  hath  withal  a  mixture  (though 
very  htde)  of  some  Stupefactive.  The  Plaister  is  a  moderate 
Astringent  Plaister,  which  repelleth  new  humor  from  falling. 
The  Pultas  alone  would  make  the  part  more  soft  and  weak, 
and  apter  to  take  the  defluxion  and  impression  of  the 
Humour. 

The  Fomentation  used  alone,  if  it  were  too  weak,  with- 
out way  made  by  the  Pultas,  would  draw  forth  little;  if 
too  strong,  it  would  draw  to  the  part,  as  well  as  draw 
from  it.  The  Plaister  alone  would  pen  the  Humor  already 
contained  in  the  part,  and  so  exasperate  it,  as  well  as  forbid 
new  Humor;  therefore  they  must  all  be  taken  in  order,  as 
is  said:  The  Pultas  is  to  be  laid  to  for  two  or  three  hours; 
the  Fomentation  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  or  somewhat 
better,  being  used  hot,  and  seven  or  eight  times  repeated; 
the  Plaister  to  continue  on  still,  till  the  part  be  well  con- 
firmed. 

His  Lordships  usual  Receipt  for  the  Gout  (to  which  the 
Sixtieth  Experiment  hath  reference)  was  this. 

To  be  taken  in  this  order. 

1.     THE  POULTICE 

R  Of  Manchet,  about  three  Ounces,  the  Crum  onely,  thin 
cut;  let  it  be  boiled  in  Milk  till  it  grow  to  a  Pulp; 
add  in  the  end,  a  Dram  and  a  half  of  the  Powder  of 
Red  Roses. 

Of  Saffron  ten  Grains. 

Of  Oyl  of  Roses  an  Ounce. 

Let  it  be  spred  upon  a  Linnen  Cloth,  and  applied 
lukewarm,  and  continued  for  three  hours  space. 

2.   the  bath  or  fomentation. 
R    Of  Sage  Leaves,  half  a  handful. 

Of  the  Root  of  Hemlock  sliced,  six  Drams. 

Of  Briony  Roots,  half  an  Ounce. 

Of  the  Leaves  of  Red  Roses,  two  Pugils.

The  Birmingham  Analyst's  Scheme 

Sir, — Reports  in  the  pharmaceutical 
Press  indicate  that  Mr.  Bagnall,  the 
Birmingham  city  analyst,  is  attempt- 
ing "  to  produce  some  kind  of  rationality 
into  the  sampling  of  drugs,"  the  only 
method  used  up  to  1950  being  ran- 
dom purchase  of  single  samples  of 
drugs  which  "  represented  the  boldest 
flights  of  fancy  of  the  average  sam- 
pling officer."  Instead  of  using  a  "  whole 
army  of  sampling  officers  .  .  .  purchas- 
ing the  same  brands  of  pre-packed 
articles  none  of  which  is  likely  to  be 
adulterated  or  mislabelled,"  Mr.  Bag- 
nall prefers  samples  "  which  really  are 
liable  to  be  mislabelled,  or  to  be  of 
substandard  quality.  That  is  what  J 
call  "  politicians'  jargon."  Although  it 
may  be  readily  accepted  by  the  popular 
Press,  something  a  little  more  factual 
is  required  for  the  scientific  reader. 
With  a  heterogeneous  collection  of  so- 
called  "  household "  drugs  to  be 
sampled,  and  only  perhaps  100  samples 
to  be  taken  in  a  year,  what  then  is  so 
irrational  in  random  sampling?  I 
would  certainly  prefer  that  method  to 
one  in  which  all  the  100  samples  were 
of  one  type. 

The  so-called  "  unique  operation " 
of  "series  sampling "  of  drugs  now 
being  applied  in  Birmingham  is  pre- 
cisely the  method  which  has  been  em- 
ployed in  the  sampling  of  milk  for 
the  past  half-century.  With  milk,  how- 
ever, there  is  every  justification  for  the 
method  of  sampling;  with  drugs  no 
justification  whatever.  In  a  city  with 
a  population  of  one  million  persons 
there  are  sold  daily  probably  750,000 
pint  bottles  of  milk,  and  the  number 
of  purchases  made  of  a  wide  variety 
of  other  foods  must  run  into  some 
millions.  On  the  other  hand  the  num- 
ber of  purchases  made  of  drugs  is 
perhaps  of  the  order  of  25,000.  In  fact, 
1  believe  that  for  every  drug  purchased 
there  must  be  at  least  200  articles  of 
food  purchased.  Where,  then  is  the 
rationale  of  the  Birmingham  scheme 
for  taking  groups  of  fifty  or  100  samples 
of  the  same  drug,  giving  a  total  of 
1,500  drugs  per  annum,  against  5,000 
or  so  foods?    It  should  not  be  over- 


looked either  that,  in  addition  to  tests 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  drugs 
are  also  examined  under  the  National 
Health  Service  testing  scheme.  Under 
that  scheme  there  is  no  reason  why, 
if  it  is  deemed  necessary,  almost  any 
drug  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  or  Codex 
should  not  be  tested. 

Mr.  Bagnall  has  made  the  quite  un- 
warrantable remarks  that  (a)  any  ex- 
pansion of  the  N.H.S.  testing  scheme 
is  to  be  deprecated,  and  that  in  any  case 
private  analysts  could  not  possibly  deal 
with  the  volume  of  samples;  and  (b) 
the  examination  of  drugs  should  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  public  analyst  (full- 
time  of  course)  because  he  is  "  the 
only  disinterested  authority  at  present 
existing  directly  responsible  to  the 
potential  customer  of  the  pharmacist." 
What  utter  nonsense!  The  public  ana- 
lyst is  responsible  to  his  Health  Com- 
mittee and  to  the  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries  and  Food.  The  National 
Health  Service  analyst  is  responsible 
to  his  Executive  Council  and  the 
Minister  of  Health.  Where  is  the  dif- 
ference ?  Both  analysts  have  the  inter- 
ests of  the  taxpayer  at  heart.  As  to 
whether  the  private  analyst  could  deal 
with  any  increases  in  the  volume  of 
samples,  I  can  only  say  that,  as  an 
analyst  under  the  scheme,  I  am  pre- 
pared to  examine  any  number  of 
samples  submitted  and  no  doubt  so 
are  my  colleagues  who  are  similarly 
engaged. 

Finally  I  must  voice  a  strong  protest 
against  Mr.  Bagnall's  acting  as  consul- 
tant on  analytical  problems  to  all  the 
retail  pharmacists  in  Birmingham.  I 
sincerely  trust  the  Royal  Institute  of 
Chemistry  will  make  known  to  Mr. 
Bagnall  the  existence  of  the  Directory 
of  Independent  Consultants,  contain- 
ing about  200  names  of  members  of 
the  Institute  who  obtain  their  living 
from  private  practice,  and  that  this 
action  of  the  Birmingham  city  analyst 
is,  by  some,  looked  upon  as  conduct 
prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  those 
Institute  members.

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HOSPITAL     PHARMACY  FORUM 

STERILISATION  METHODS 


AN  interesting  and  enlightening  correspondence'  has 
appeared  during  recent  months  on  the  design  of 
the  sterilising  equipment  used  in  hospitals.  It  appears 
to  have  started  with  a  review  by  Bowie^  of  the  obsolete 
and  dangerous  types  of  sterilisers  used  in  hospitals  at 
the  present  time.  Most  of  the  subsequent  discussion  has 
been  concerned  with  apparatus  for  sterilising  dressings, 
and  though  that  is  of  interest  to  the  hospital  pharmacist  it 
is  usually  not  his  responsibility  but  that  of  the  bacteriolo- 
gist. It  is  clear  that  renewed  interest  will  be  shown  by 
all  concerned  with  the  construction  and  use  of  sterilisers, 
and  the  pharmacist  will  necessarily  be  involved  in  it.  In 
some  hospitals  he  may  be  the  principal  adviser  on  the 
matter;  in  others  he  may  be  concerned  only  with  the 
sterilisation  processes  in  his  own  department.  Whatever 
the  situation,  it  is  important  that  all  hospital  pharmacists 
should  familiarise  themselves  with  the  criticisms  Bowie 
made,  and  with  the  subsequent  correspondence,  so  that 
they  may  evaluate  the  position  in  their  own  departments. 
Where  pharmaceutical  products  are  concerned  the  problem 
of  evacuation  of  steam  from  the  chamber  of  the  auto- 
clave is  unimportant,  since  there  is  no  need,  as  with  dress- 
ings, to  dry  the  contents  of  the  chamber.  Provided  ade- 
quate replacement  of  air  by  steam  has  taken  place,  the 
chamber  contents  will  reach  a  uniform  temperature. 

It  is,  nevertheless,  worth  while  performing  temperature- 
distribution  tests  with  various  typical  loads,  as  a  check 
on  the  efficiency  of  one's  methods.  That  may  be  done 
by  various  means  such  as  (a)  the  use  of  spore  cultures 
of  sensitive  thermal  death  point;  (b)  colour  indicators; 
(c)  thermocouples.  The  last-mentioned  method  is  the  most 
accurate  but  it  requires  some  skill  in  arranging  the  appara- 
tus and  placing  the  couples  in  the  various  positions  in  the 
vessel.  Consequently,  many  pharmacists  will  be  inclined  to 
fall  back  on  the  other  two  methods.  Where  dry  heat  is  used 


(e.g.  for  sterilising  syringes,  oils,  powders,  paraffin-impreg- 
nated gauze,  etc.)  there  is  much  greater  danger  from 
inefficient  apparatus  and  loading  than  with  the  autoclaves. 
Many  ovens  at  present  in  use  will,  when  loaded,  give 
temperature  differences  of  as  much  as  40°  C,  so  that,  while 
charring  takes  place  in  one  part  of  the  chamber,  another 
scarcely  reaches  an  adequate  sterilising  temperature.  The 
thermometers  provided  rarely  give  a  fair  indication  of 
the  mean  temperature  in  the  oven  and  it  is  certainly 
unsafe  to  assume  that,  after  one  hour  from  the  thermo- 
meter's reading  150°C,  the  process  may  be  regarded  as 
complete.  Allowance  must  be  made  for  lags  across  the 
glass  or  other  container  to  the  contents  and  for  the  ther- 
mal capacity  of  the  whole  load.  A  fan,  to  provide  air 
circulation  in  the  oven,  appears  to  be  a  necessity  in  even 
quite  small  ovens.  In  setting  up  a  sterilising  oven,  it 
is  imperative  that  there  should  be  a  preliminary  examina- 
tion of  its  performance  using  typical  loads.  Thermo- 
couples should  be  used  in  various  positions  in  the  oven, 
and  immersed  in  the  material  being  sterilised.  From  the 
records  obtained  from  such  preliminary  work  it  should 
then  be  possible  to  work  out  reliable  procedures  that 
allow  for  the  normal  hazards  in  daily  practice.  Such  check- 
ing-over is,  of  course,  tedious,  and  the  pharmacist,  pressed 
by  other  duties,  may  be  tempted  to  accept  the  word  of 
someone  else  that  the  oven  offered  is  reliable.  Nothing 
could  be  more  misleading.  From  a  number  of  ovens  seen 
by  the  author  it  is  clear  that  performance  checking  on 
loaded  ovens  must  be  done  before  any  confidence  can 
be  placed  in  them.  The  results  of  such  checking  are 
usually  surprising.  They  yield  much  information  not  only 
about  the  construction  of  the  oven  but  about  loading 
techniques  and  efficient  usage  of  heat.

ASSISTANTS  IN  DISPENSING 


HOSPITAL    chief    pharmacists    will    have  received 
recently  the  new  regulations  and  syllabus  for  the 
Assistant-in-Dispensing  examination  of  the  Society 
of  Apothecaries. 

The  examination  had  its  origin  in  the  Apothecaries  Act  of 
1815,  which  directed  the  Society  to  test  the  fitness  and  quali- 
fication of  those  who  wished  to  act  as  "  assistants  to  apothe- 
caries in  compounding  and  dispensing  medicines."  At  that 
time  apothecaries  were  becoming  more  and  more  concerned 
with  medical  practice,  their  status  as  medical  practitioners 
having  been  established  by  the  1815  Act.  With  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1841,  most  of  the 
general  practice  of  pharmacy  passed  to  pharmacists,  though 
many,  perhaps  most,  medical  general  practitioners  (not 
necessarily  apothecaries)  had  their  own  dispensaries  and 
supplied  medicine  to  their  patients.  Most  of  those  dispen- 
saries were  staffed  by  holders  of  the  Assistant  certificate 
of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries.  At  some  hospitals  apothe- 
caries remained  in  charge  of  the  pharmacy  department  until 
about  1860,  and  a  few  apothecaries'  assistants  were  also 
employed  in  the  departments.  In  most,  the  control  of  phar- 
macies passed  to  pharmacists  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the 
nineteenth  century  but  even  today  apothecaries'  assistants 
remain  in  charge  in  a  few.  As  they  retire  they  are  being 
replaced  by  pharmacists. 

Purpose  of  Syllabus  Revision 

The  now  superseded  syllabus  for  the  Assistant  examina- 
tion was  directed  towards  making  the  candidates  proficient 
as  doctors'  dispensers.  With  the  advent  of  the  National 


Health  Service  most  doctors  have,  of  course,  discontinued 
their  dispensing  practices,  and  the  Society  of  Apothecaries 
has  therefore  revised  the  syllabus  of  the  examination  with 
the  intention  of  training  its  assistants  to  assist  pharmacists 
with  routine  work.  The  revision  has  been  carried  out  by  a 
hospital  pharmacist  and  a  teacher  of  pharmacy,  and  during 
the  revision  the  Teaching  Hospital  Pharmacists'  Association 
and  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  were  consulted. 

It  is  generally  recognised  in  hospital  pharmacy  that  some 
form  of  technical  assistant  is  necessary  to  undertake  routine 
work  for  which  the  skill  and  training  of  the  pharmacist 
are  not  essential.  It  is  obviously  uneconomic  for  the  most 
simple  routine  tasks  to  be  carried  out  by  pharmacists,  and 
the  use  of  trained  assistants  can  relieve  pharmacists  of  some 
of  those  duties  and  free  them  for  more  important  work. 
Many  assistants-in-dispensing  or  technicians  are  already 
employed  in  hospital  pharmacies  and  the  Linstead  Report 
(C.  &  D.,  July  17,  1954,  p.  57)  recommended  that  there 
should  be  some  form  of  national  recognition  for  dispensing 
assistants.  The  Report  suggested  "  that  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  should 
convene  a  conference  representing  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  and  the  Service  Departments  to  consider  the 
standard  of  skill  required  for  a  dispensing  assistant  in  the 
hospital  field  and  the  training  and  examination  requirements 
needed  to  ensure  it." 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  recognises  that 
unqualified  personnel  are  employed  in  both  retail  and  hos- 
pital pharmacy.  A  report  on  the  subject  in  1952  (C.  &  D., 
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August  2,  1952,  p.  142)  was  discussed  at  a  Branch  Represent- 
atives' meeting  (C.  &  D.,  September  20,  1952,  p.  408).  Some 
speakers  supported  a  form  of  training  and  certification  for 
assistants,  but  considerable  doubt  was  expressed  at  the 
meeting  whether  it  was  advisable  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  be  concerned  in  either  the  examination  or  registra- 
tion of  such  staff. 

In  1953,  however,  the  Council  put  forward  a  draft  scheme 
for  the  training  and  examination  of  assistants  (C.  &  D., 
April  11,  1953,  p.  365).  It  was  discussed  at  the  Society's 
annual  meeting  in  May  1953  and  decisively  rejected  by  the 
membership  (C.  &  D.,  May  23,  1953,  p.  513).  Many  phar- 
macists continue  to  be  in  favour  of  some  form  of  training 
and  examination  of  assistants,  but  are  convinced  that  it 
would  be  dangerous  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  be 
directly  concerned  in  it,  and  it  seems,  indeed,  certain  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  will  not  take  any  direct  part  in  the 
examination  or  registration  of  any  unqualified  personnel. 

A  Dangerous  Practice 

Some  control  of  assistants  remains,  nevertheless,  an 
important  pharmaceutical  problem.  At  the  time  of  the 
publication  of  the  Linstead  Report  over  600  persons  were 
in  the  Assistant-in-Dispensing  grade  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council.  A  few  held  the  Society  of  Apothecaries" 
Assistant  certificate  and  a  few  held  Service  certificates,  but 
the  majority  had  no  certificate  at  all.  The  number  of 
assistants  in  that  grade  has  probably  increased  since  1954. 
It  has  been  the  custom  in  some  hospitals  to  promote  the 
pharmacy  porter  to  technician  or  assistant  in  dispensing. 
That  practice  is  thoroughly  bad.  Some  hospital  staffs  are  still 
not  sufficiently  aware  of  the  difference  between  a  pharma- 
cist and  a  dispenser,  and  when  the  word  goes  round  that  a 
porter  has  been  promoted  to  dispenser  they  think  that  it  is 


just  a  short  step  from  the  completely  unskilled  porter  to  the 
dispenser — a  term  they  regard  as  synonymous  with  the  phar- 
macist. 

Such  a  situation  is  most  damaging  to  the  prestige  of  the 
profession.  It  shows  up  the  importance  of  having  a  class  of 
properly  trained  assistants  who  should,  of  course,  be  essen- 
tially skilled  practical  workers  (as  distinct  from  the  academi- 
cally trained  professional  pharmacist).  Since  there  is  the 
already  established  certificate  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries, 
a  professional  society  of  high  standing,  it  seems  reasonable 
that  that  should  be  the  basis  of  any  recognition  of  grades  of 
assistants. 

Among  pharmacists  there  has  been  some  prejudice  against 
apothecaries'  assistants,  mainly  because  it  was  thought  that 
many  were  holding  posts  that  should  have  been  occupied  by 
pharmacists.  The  Society  of  Apothecaries,  however,  has 
made  it  clear,  in  a  letter  that  accompanies  the  new  syllabus, 
that  it  does  not  wish  or  intend  holders  of  its  certificate  to 
replace  pharmacists  in  any  posts,  but  considers  that  they 
should  assist  pharmacists  in  a  capacity  similar  to  that  of  a 
medical  laboratory  technician  in  a  pathological  department. 
The  training  visualised  in  the  new  regulations  is  essentially 
practical,  to  be  taken  in  a  hospital  pharmacy  and  possibly 
to  be  supplemented  by  part-time  lectures.  Thus  the  whole 
emphasis  of  the  training  is  essentially  different  from  that  of 
the  pharmacist. 

The  Society  of  Apothecaries,  as  well  as  taking  pharmaceu- 
tical advice  at  all  stages  of  the  revision  of  the  regulations,  has 
agreed  to  the  teachers'  syllabus  being  drafted  by  hospital 
pharmacists.  It  is  appointing  future  examiners  from  among 
hospital  pharmacists.  It  is  therefore  assured  that  pharmacy's 
voice  in  the  controlling  of  assistants  in  dispensing  is  ade- 
quate, without  the  danger  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
will  be  accused  of  examining  or  registering  the  unqualified. 


Onward  from  Galen 

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


John  Ayrton  Paris,  who  died  a  century  ago  (on  December 
4,  1856),  in  his  time  one  of  the  most  popular  lecturers  on 
materia  medica,  was  a  fashionable  London  physician, 
famed  for  his  skill  in  prescribing.  He  was  born  on  August 
7,  1785,  graduated  M.B.  at  the  University  of  Cambridge  in 
1808,  and  in  the  following  year  was  appointed  physician  to 
the  Westminster  Hospital,  where  he  also  lectured  on  phar- 
maceutical chemistry.  In  1813  he  took  up  medical  prac- 
tice at  Penzance,  and  founded  the  Royal  Geological  Society 
of  Cornwall,  to  whose  Transactions  he  contributed  a  classic 
paper  on  a  safety  bar  for  preventing  premature  explosion 
of  gunpowder  in  blasting  rocks.  The  invention  could  be 
regarded  as  second  only  to  Davy's  safety  lamp  in  practical 
value.  He  returned  to  London  in  1817  to  give  lectures 
on  materia  medica.  They  attracted  large  audiences,  being 
accurately  informative,  delivered  lucidly  in  elegant  language, 
and  interspersed  with  anecdotes.  He  became  a  Fellow  of 
the  College  of  Physicians,  about  the  time  the  College  ac- 
quired one  of  the  most  complete  collections  of  materia 
medica  in  Europe,  originally  assembled  by  two  of  its  fel- 
lows, John  Burges  and  Charles  Combe,  and  instituted  an 
annual  course  of  lectures.  Paris's  lectures  on  the  Philo- 
sophy of  the  Materia  Medica  were  incorporated  in  the  third 
edition  of  his  Pharnuicologia,  the  publication  of  which, 
according  to  William  Munk,  constituted  "an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  the  science  and  art  of  prescribing."  Long  the 
standard  work  on  its  subject,  the  Pharnuicologia  was  first 
issued  in  1812,  and  was  revised  by  Paris  up  to  the  ninth 
edition  in  1843.  He  is  said  to  have  made  5,000  guineas  by 
its  sale.  In  1826  he  lectured  on  the  rectnt  additions  to  the 
materia  medica,  including  all  the  new  related  discoveries 
in  chemistry.  The  attendance  at  those  lectures  at  the  new 
College  in  Pall  Mall  East  was  so  large  that  many  went 
away,  having  failed  to  obtain  even  standing  room  in  the 


theatre.  Paris  was  elected  president  of  the  College  in  1844 
and  held  that  office  for  twelve  years  until  his  death.  Dur- 
ing his  last  illness  he  corrected  the  proofs  of  an  eighth 
edition  of  his  popular  (anonymous)  treatise  on  physical 
science,  "  Philosophy  in  Sport  made  Science  in  Earnest."

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NOTES  ON 
NEW  PRODUCTS 

Comments  on  items  given  in  Guide  to  New 
Medicaments,  especially  to  show  their  relation- 
ship— pharmacological  or  chemical — with  other 
products  or  compounds. 

CYNOMEL. — Possibly  ihe  final  mediator  of  the 
action  of  the  thyroid  gland,  with  a  direct  in- 
fluence on  cellular  metabolism.  Unlike  thyroid 
or  thyroxine,  it  exhibits  neither  a  latent  period 
before  the  effects  are  exerted,  nor  a  long  period 
of  action  after  therapy  has  ceased.  Chemically 
it  is  triiodothyronine  (thyroxine  is  a  tetraiodo 
compound). 

LUCIDIL. — Contains  benactyzine,  a  derivative  of 
benzhydrol.  That  compound  was  one  of  the  first 
tranquillising  drugs  and  differs  from  the  barbi- 
turates in  not  having  any  simple  sedative  or 
hypnotic  action.  The  drug  relieves  tension  in 
a  specific  way.  often  described  by  patients  as 
the  formation  of  a  mental  barrier  between  them- 
selves and  external  stress  conditions.  Subsequent 
psychotherapy,  when  required,  is  facilitated. 
Benactyzine  is  also  present  in  Cevanol.  Nutinal 
and  Suavitil.  Other  tranquillising  drugs  exhibit- 
ing a  benzhydrol  structure  include  Covatin  and 
Atarax.  (Meratran  and  Frenquel,  although 
sometimes  considered  in  that  group,  have  more 
of  a  stimulant  effect.)  Chlorpromazinc,  Sparine 
and  Pacatal  are  representatives  of  tranquillising 
drugs  derived  from  phenothiazine,  and  mcpro- 
bamate  (examples  of  which  are  Equanil,  Mil- 
town  and  Mepavlon)  is  a  fairly  simple  propane 
derivative. 

NEOBACRIN. — The  antibiotics  present  in  this 
ointment  have  a  very  low  index  of  sensitisation, 
and  rarely  cause  skin  reactions.  Cross-sensitisa- 
tion  to  systemic  antibiotics  does  not  occur.  A 
similar  product  is  Graneodin.  Neomycin  is 
frequently  used  together  with  hydrocortisone 
in  a  variety  of  preparations  for  topical  appli- 
cation, designed  for  the  treatment  of  inflamed 
and  infected  areas.  Such  products  include  Neo- 
cortef,  Hydrospray,  Hydroderm,  Hydromycin 
and  Cicatrin. 

RESAMPHINE.  —  The  lethargy  that  sometimes 
accompanies  reserpine  therapy  can  be  mini- 
mised by  the  use  of  a  central  nervous  system 
stimulant  such  as  one  of  the  amphetamines. 
The  action  is  synergystic,  not  antagonistic,  as 
the  drugs  act  on  difl'ercnt  centres.  A  similar 
product  is  Serpatonil,  which  contains  reserpine 
and  methyl  phenidate  (Ritalin).  Ritalin  is  a 
central  nervous  system  stimulant  with  an  action 
intermediate  between  that  of  caffeine  and  the 
amphetamines. 

TRITHEON. — Chemistry:  The  2-acctyl-amino  de- 
rivative of  nitrothiazole.  This  is  an  antiproto- 
zoal compound  with  a  specific  action  in  tricho- 
moniasis. It  is  unusual  in  being  active  orally. 
In  contrast  to  most  other  trichomonacides  it  is 
a  purely  organic  compound,  and  does  not  con- 
tain arsenic  or  other  heavy  metals.

It  is  re- 
ported to  be  useful  for  the  induction  of  sleep 
in  patients  with  simple  and  nervous  insom- 
nia. Since  it  is  short-acting,  it  may  also  be 
administered  to  patients  who  waken  during 
the  night.  Proprietary  name:  Doriden.  Data 
supplied  by:  Ciba  Pharmaceutical  Products,  Inc. 

PROCYCLIDINE  HYDROCHLORIDE.  —  1-Cy- 
clohexyl-l-phenyl-i-pyrrolidino-l-propanol  hy- 
drochloride.— The  drug  exerts  predominantly 
atropine-like  actions  on  parasympathetic-inner- 
vated  peripheral  structures  and  a  pronounced 
antispasmodic  effect  on  smooth  muscle.  It 
also  relieves  spasticity  in  voluntary  muscle 
groups,  the  latter  action  forming  the  basis  of 
its  clinical  use.  Procyclidine  hydrochloride  is 
employed  tor  the  symptomatic  treatment  of 
Parkinson's  disease.  Proprietary  name:  Kema- 
drin.
